e. The National Guard of New York, because of the 

e of its militia force, objects to the course, for the 

isons given here last week and which do not apply to 
l-sser States. To further explain the course the War 
l’epartment has said in a letter recently written to the 
adjutant general of one of the States: “Special Course 
C is, as far as possible, a compromise between the widely 
different systems of target practice in vogue in the differ- 
nt States, and at the same time including some features 

’ the new course in the Regular Army. One of those 
features is the time fire or quick firing. Quick firing 
being an important part of skirmish firing as at present 
pursued, the necessity for the skirmish runs is not so 
gieat under this system. While the ammunition neces- 

ry to qualify as sharpshooter or expert is greater than 

» amount now authorized by the State of New York, 

is believed that the average number of rounds required 

r man will not be so much greater, for the reason that 

t many men attempt to qualify as sharpshooter or ex- 

rt. While the requirement is made that estimating 
distance drills shall be had, using the Regular Army 
methods as far as applicable, proficiency. in estimating 
distances is not requisite, as in the Regular Army, for 
qualification. It is not necessary to remark here that 
officers and soldiers should be able to make more or less 
accurate estimates of distance on the battlefield, in order 
that their firing may be efficient. It is not apparent in 
what way the new course -vill bring about such a large 
expenditure of time as compared to the old. While the 
number of shots necessary to qualify as a marksman is 
nereased by five, the skirmish run is no longer neces- 
sary. ‘The maneuvering at skirmish runs and the mark- 

g, pasting, etc., occupies so much time, it is thought 
that the total expenditure of time will not after all be so 
much inereased by the new course. To fire thirty shots, 
slow fire, takes not more than thirty minutes, and with 

n targets ten men can complete their firing in the 
\larksman’s Firing Course’ and ‘Special Course C’ in 

lf an hour, this being the time that ten-men take to 
ike a skirmish run against ten targets under the pres- 
t system in use in New York. The present qualifica- 
n for experts is more difficult than that prescribed in 
ie memorandum, but the marksman’s qualification is 
sier. It remains to be seen by trial whether these are 
ijections to the new system. The proposed course has 
ceived the approval of the National Guard of a large 
imber of States. It is believed that it will be found 
nerally satisfactory. The advantages of a uniform 
urse in all the States are too evident to require argu- 
ent. The course will be always open to modification, 
nd the War Department intends to invite and accept 
pinions of the rifle inspectors of the various States and 
take such changes from year to year as may seem de- 
irable to them.”

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How to reduce weight in warships without impairing 
their effectiveness is a problem which, although of 
vorld-wide interest, appears to have aroused a some- 
hat more animated discussion in England than in 
ny other country. A controversy over this question 
ow in progress in the columns of The Engineer of 
condon has resulted in a particularly interesting ex- 
hange of views between Mr. Whiting, an eminent 
narine constructor, and Lieut. Carlyon Bellairs of the 
British Navy. The former submits the general proposi- 
‘ion that weight-saving in modern warships is the sum 


of innumerable small economies, while the latter ad- 
vocates a policy which, if adopted, would involve a 
radical modification of accepted types of naval construc- 
tion, Lieutenant Bellairs, for example, would abolish 
the ram from vessels of the battleship and cruiser class, 
thereby effecting a weight saving of say thirty-five tons; 
he would do away with the after conning tower, thus 
saving ten tons; he would dispense with the torpedo net 
and so gain an extra twenty-five tons and he would 
either reduce the number of torpedoes carried or abolish 
the torpedo outfit entirely. He holds also that British 
ships carry a great deal of needless weight in the form of 
superfluous stores and old style cables. It will be 
observed, however, that the adoption of his views would 
require a departure from certain lines of construction 
which British naval experts regard as the true basis 
of an effective combination of weight and power. The 
demand for a further saving of weight in the engine 
room is strenuously opposed by The Engineer, which 
says that the ounce has been saved there, adding that 
“this fact has been recently pointed out by Rear Ad- 
miral Melville of the United States Navy in very plain 
language.” As for the complaint that British naval 
officers consume an undue amount of weight, The En- 
gineer declares that they have only one-half the accom- 
modations that Russian officers have. It is said that 
there is not a ship in the British Navy with a proper 
bath room, that junior officers in that service have to 
sleep in hammocks like the enlisted men and that the 
fittings of the wardrooms: of British ships are greatly 
inferior to those on German, French and Russian vessels. 
As compared with the fittings of British ships it is 
interesting to note that four poster beds are provided 
for senior officers on Italian warships, that fine modern 
bathrooms are installed in American vessels and that 
even finer accommodations are provided on vessels of 
the French Navy. The plain inference is that the de- 
mand for weight saving in the British Navy has been 
complied with by wantonly sacrificing the simplest com- 
forts of officers and men.

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As might have been expected, President Roosevelt's 
speech at Waterville, Cal., on May 11, with reference 
to the future influence of the United States in the Pacific 
ocean has evoked a prompt outburst of resentment from 
the newspapers of Berlin. In the course of his remarks 
the President said: “We need to understand the com- 
manding position already occupied, and the infinitely 
more commanding position which will be occupied in the 
future by our nation on the Pacific. This is the greatest 
of all the oceans; it is one which, during the century 
opening, must pass under American influence and, as 
inevitably happens when a great effort comes, it means 
that a great burden of responsibility accompanies the 
effort. A nation cannot be zreat without paying the price 
of greatness, and only a craven nation will object to 
paying that price.” This expression is described by the 
Berlin dailies as “an alarming development of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine.” One of them observes that “the American 
ambition .o command the Pacific was never before form- 
ulated in this fashion,” and another rather bluntly de- 
clares ‘that President Roosevelt’s expectations as to 
American control over the Pacific “will not soon be 
realized.” There is a distinct note of jealousy in these 
utterances which is both unreasoning and unjust. What 
our German cousins either do not see, or fail to under- 
stand, is that inexorable events have developed condi- 
tions in the Pacific under which American control over 
those waters is the only permanent assurance of inter- 
national peace. We have enormous territorial interests 
on both sides of that ocean as well as valuable posses- 
sions in Hawaii and Samoa in its mid-waters. The ex- 
pansion of our commerce on the Pacific has brought with 
it the responsibility of maintaining peace and order, 
and that responsibility makes it necessary that Ameri- 
can influence shall be the dominant one. The rivalry 
for the position of control is and will doubtless continue 
to be purely commercial in character, but in order that 
this may be, prudence, economy and the highest con- 
siderations of national self-interests all require that our 
trade policy in the Pacific shall be supported by a 
naval establishment great enough to discourage any old 
world tendency in the direction of war. If this is what 
President Roosevelt meant by his remarks in Water- 
ville—and we confidently believe it is—the resentment 
which his remarks have provoked in Berlin must be re- 
garded as decidedly childish and unbecoming. 





There appears to be considerable anxiety on the part 
of some of the young lieutenants of Artillery with 
respect to the determination of Brigadier General Ran- 
dolph, Chief of Artillery, to increase the efficiency of 
the Service by enforcing higher standards of expert 
training. Some of these young officers who were ap- 
pointed to the Army from civil life and assigned to the 


_ Artillery were virtually without any of the technical 


training which the Service requires, and while special 
schools were established for their instruction the results 
have not been entirely satisfactory. In fact a consider- 
able number of the Heutenants have failed to develop 
the required proficiency, and fearing their ability to 
pass the examinations to which they will be subjected 
within the next few months, are seeking exchanges and 
transfers to other branches of the Service where they 
may be able to retain their commissions. The failure 
of a young officer who has honestly striven to qualify 
himself for the Service is a matter of the keenest re- 
gret, and we sincerely trust that the forthcoming ex- 
aminations may have no such results. The fact remains, 


however, that the standard of excellence required of 
Artillery officers should be raised rather than lowered, 
and Genera] Randolph’s efforts in that direction deserve 
the heartiest commendation. The Artillery Service is 
more largely scientific in character than any other, and 


. requires a high degree of technical training and experi- 


ence, Fer these reasons the young civilian entering 
the Army should avoid instead of seeking an assign- 
ment to the Artillery unless he is exceptionally well 
grounded in mathematics and the mechanical sciences. 
The increasing importances of the United States Artil- 
lery to our general policy of national defense and the 
purpose of the Government to train the Oorps to a 
higher level of efficiency than it has recently enjoyed 
makes it certain that none but officers of the broadest 
and most thorough equipment will be able to remain in 
the Service. There is no room anywhere in the Army 
for incompetents or idlers and such persons should shun 
the Artillery Corps especially as they would a place of 
torture.

Secretary Moody’s order substituting civilians for 
Navy officers at the various branches of the Hydro- . 
graphic Office has provoked a good deal of sound criti- 
cism which, in a certain way, is a real compliment to 
the Naval Service. The work of the Hydrographic 
Office is of enormous value to commercial interests. It 
collects and disseminates weather and meteorological re- 
ports, keeps track of wrecks and changes in channels, 
gives warning of perils to navigation, compares and 
regulates chronometers, compasses and other instruments, 
corrects and verifies charts and performs a multitude 
of other duties that tend to insure the safety of ships 
at sea. All of this important work is performed so 
promptly and accurately by Navy officers that capitalists 
engaged in ocean traffic are naturally reluctant to see 
them replaced by civilians. They contend that the latter, 
no matter how zealous, cannot reasonably be expected 
to do the work as thoroughly as it has been done by 
Navy officers whose professional exactitude and scientific 
training gives them special qualifications for such ser- 
vice, and that consequently the change is a most unfor- 
tunate thing for commercial interests. It is in the 
splendidly organized work of the Hydrographic Office 
that the Navy and the merchant marine come into the 
closest contact, and the absolute confidence of shipowners 
and master mariners in the accuracy of the work as 
performed by Navy officers affords convincing testi- 
mony to the wisdom and usefulness of the system which 
has been set aside. The Hydrographic Office has more 
than once been attacked in Congress by members un- 
familiar with the scope and character of its work, but 
it has been conducted with such entire freedom from 
political influence and has done so much for the safety 
and extension of our ocean commerce that any change 
likely to impair its ‘efficiency is exceedingly unfor- 
tunate. The Navy of course can stand the change if 
other interests can. The question is how shipowners 
and business men engaged in marine traffic will like it.

The work on the U.S.S. Connecticut, under construc- 
tion at the navy yard, New Yerk, is so seriously tied up 
owing to the strike of workmen of various trades, and 
the opposition to the piece-work system is so determined, 
that it has been considered the part of wisdom to give 
the labor men a chance to make their argument in per- 
son to the Acting Secretary of the Navy. To this end 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling consented to give 
audience to a committee of the Brotherhood of Boiler 
Makers and Iron Shipbuilders of America, District No. %, 
of the Seaboard. As one example of the difficulties at- 
tending the strike, it is said that in place of twenty-five 
riveters, chippers and caulkers, who went out on strike, 
the Construction and Repair Department at the navy 
verd secured one chipper, a helper and two boys, to go 
to work last week. The chipper had to be “broken in,” 
and so the gang was not to be put on piece work till 
May 11. The chipper was on hand to go to work, but 
the helper and the boys did not appear. The chipper 
could not go to work without them. The helper said 
last week that he would not go to work on piece work. 
It was pointed out to him that there was no danger from 
violence in thé navy yard. He said: “No danger inside, 
but I might as well bring my coffin up to the gate.”

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Capt. Thomas W. Griffith, U.S.A., in charge of the 
recruiting office in Pittsburg, was confronted with a 
problem the other day which involved an interesting 
question as to the insular policy of the United States 
Government. Ten young Filipinos, ranging in age from 
eighteen to twenty-five years, all being graduates of 
universities in their own country, applied to Oaptain 
Griffith for advice as to whether they could become 
citizens of the United States. After some deliberation 
he concluded that they could declare their intention ‘to 
become citizens, and his view was upheld by the United 
States District Court. That tribunal, however, was some- 
what doubtful as to the form of oath that should be ad- 
ministered, but finally decided that the young Filipinos 
should renounce all allegiance to the King of Spain, 
the last sovereign to whom they were subject, “of any 
allegiance they may owe him.” It will be observed that 
the court was extremely cautious with regard to that 
question of allegiance. The general belief is that the 
Filipinos don’t owe the King of Spain any allegiance 
worth mentioning. 
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Capt. Dwight E. Aultman, Art. Corps, U.S.A., until 
recently stationed at Fort Preble, Me., has been trans- 
ferred to Havana, where he formerly served as in- 
structor to the Cuban artillery, and we can bespeak 
no better future for him than that the change’ may 
prove as satisfactory to him as it will to the Cuban 
Government. When the Cuban authorities decided to 
organize an artillery force of their own the execution 
of the plan was entrusted largely to Captain Aultman, 
who is an artillery expert of the first order, and he ac- 
complished such admirable results with the material at 
his disposal that his transfer to Fort Preble a few 
months ago was keenly regretted by President Palma 
and other officials of the island government. It was 
intimated at that time ti it President Palma might re- 
quest the War Department to return Captain Aultman to 
his former post, and the opinion was freely expressed 
that his recall to the United States was a serious loss 
to the Cuban military establishment, which was then 
and is still in the formative stages. It is indicative of 
the sound judgment of the Cuban authorities that in 
developing a native military establishment they are 
devoting special energy to the artillery arm. Having 
no navy, Cuba's greatest need is an effective system of 
shore defenses to insure the safety of her many ports 
and harbors. These defenses require a highly organized 
artillery establishment, and for obvious reasons it should 
conform to the Artillery Service of the United States 
Army, with which, in conceivable emergencies, it might 
have to work in unison for purposes of mutual defense. 
It is desirable, therefore, that the instruction and drill 
of the Cuban artillery should be directed through the 
earlier stages by expert artillery officers of the United 
States Army like Captain Aultman, who has already 
given the force an invaluable course in that important 
branch of military science.

The full report of Colonel S. C. Mills, I.G., on the 
alleged interview of a Denver, Col., newspaper corres- 
pondent with Brig. Gen. T. A. Baldwin, U.S.A., gives 
in detail the facts upon which he bases the conclusions 
we have already published, that the statements concern- 
ing General Baldwin’s opinions, which appeared in the 

Denver Post, were a poor piece of ‘fake’ journalism. Not 
only is this shown by the statement of General Baldwin, 
which is to be accepted without question, but by the 
statement of other witnesses showing that General Bald- 
win was under their observation at the time the inter 
view was alleged to have taken place and that he had 
ne interview with any newspaper reporter. Colone! 
Mills says: “TI found General Baldwin much chagrined 
at the notoriety thrust upon him by this newspaper 
episode, and greatly humiliated at the thouzht that any- 
ene would believe him guilty of the utterances alleged 
in these newspaper articles; that anyone could believe 
him so poor a soldier as to be indifferent to the lives of 
the men he commanded was to him a source of deep 
regret.” In an endorsement upon the report of Colonel 
Mills, dated May 8, Secretary Root says: ‘lt appears 
by this very exhaustive investigation, in which testimony 
was taken under oath by a duly authorized officer, that 
the publication ascribing to General Baldwin statements 
reflecting upon the Filipino soldiers in the Service of the 
United States, and also upon the negro soldiers of the 
United States, was false; that no such statements were 
made by him. The papers accompanying the report of 
the inspector general leave no doubt in my mind as to the 
correctness of his conclusions. The report and papers 
will be filed without further action.” 





It is positively denied at the Navy Department by 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling and by Rear 
Admiral Henry C. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, that any orders have ever been issued to the 
European squadron to go to Kiel this summer to attend 
the regatta. The announcement from Europe that Rear 
Admiral Cotton, commanding this squadron, is prepar- 
ing to take his fleet to Kiel is not understood at the 
Nevy Department, according to the statements made by 
officers there. From what we can learn, however, there 
is a strong possibility that the European Squadron will 
xo to Kiel, notwithstanding the positive assertion made 
ut the Navy Department that no such orders have been 
issued to Admiral Cotton. The understanding is, we are 
led to believe, that Admiral Cotton will be left to use 
his own diseretion in the matter, as the Navy Department 
would like it to appear, in case the squadron goes, that 
ir had just dropped in at Kiel in the course of a cruise 
along the European coast. Three vessels of the European 
squadron—the Albany, Cincinnati and Raleigh—have been 
withdrawn from that squadron and will be sent to the 
Asiatic Station. Tue San Francisco has been ordered 
to the European squadron. It is the intention of the 
Navy Department to form a cruiser squadron on -the 
Asiatic Station, and it is for this purpose that the three 
ships of the European squadron have been withdrawn. 
The New Orleans is also scheduled to go to the Asiatic 
Station. 


There is considerable gossip in naval circles at the 
present time regarding the succession to the burean 
chiefships in the Navy Department which are to be 
vacated by their present incumbents during the next few 
months. No successor has yet been selected to Rear Ad- 
miral Albert S. Kenny, Paymaster General of.the Navy, 
whose final tour of office expired several days ago. Prior 





to his departure Secretary Moody stated that the ques- 
tion of Admiral Kenny’s successor had not received any 
very serlous consideration up to the present time, but 


that some officer would be chosen immediately upon the 
return to Washington of the President. The names of 
Pay Dir. H. T. B. Harris and Pay Insptr. John A. Mudd 
seem to be most prominently mentioned. in connection 
with the billet of Paymaster General. Admiral George 
W. Melville, Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
will also retire permanently from active service before 
many months. There are many. candidates for the place 
he will vacate. If Rear Admiral R. B. Bradford, 
Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, asks for sea service 
this summer and is placed in command of the Illinois, it 
is understood that Capt. John E. Pillsbury will succeed 
him at the Navy Department. Already there is specu- 
lation regarding the probable successor to Rear Admiral! 
Charles O’Neil, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, who 
retires for age in about a year. The name of Capt. Wil- 
liam Swift is mentioned in this connection.

Inasmuch as Admiral Dewey fully agrees with Lieu- 
tenant General Miles that adequate fortifications should 
be provided for the principal ports in the Philippines, 
there is increased reason to hope that the matter may 
receive favorable consideration at the next session of 
Congress. As has already been pointed out by General 
Crozier and General Gillespie, the Philippine ports have 
not yet been fortified simply because Congress has 
voted no money for that purpose. Army and Navy of- 
ficers familiar with conditions in the islands all admit 
that the principal! harbors should be provided with ef- 
fective shore defenses, and once the money is appro- 
priated, the works can be constructed in short order. 
The Spanish batteries on Corregidor Island, which com- 
manded the entrance to the harbor of Manila, and those 
at Cavite, were all destroyed by Dewey and have never 
been restored.. It is understood that Admiral Dewey 
believes that these batteries should be replaced with 
powerful modern armament which, with a comprehen- 
sive system of auxiliary mines, would render the harbor 
of Manila virtually impregnable against attack. It is 
a fortunate thing that General Miles has brought this 
matter forward in his report. 














Since the adoption of the Panama route for the is- 
thmian canal there has developed in Nicaragua a feeling 
of resentment against the United States which is at 
once amusing and irritating. This sentiment is inter- 
esting, too, as illustrating the perverted view of the 
Monroe Doctrine which prevails in Central America, 
current despatches stating that citizens of the United 
States are openly hissed in Nicaragua because of “Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s refusal to enforce the Monroe Doctrine 
by preventing Great Britain and Germany from col- 
lecting their debts from Salvador and Nicaragua.” The 
idea of the Nicaraguans appears to be that the Monroe 
Doctrine is an American device to protect delinquent 
debtors from the just demands of their creditors. This 
view is scarcely less preposterous than the recent Anglo- 
German proposition that there could be such a thing 
as “a peaceable blockade.”

Some dozen years ago, when the post at Fort Riley, 
Kkas., was being reconstructed under the direction of 
Lieut. Col. (then Captain) George E. Pond, Q.M. Dept.. 
he predicted that in the not distant future the geo- 
graphical center of the United States, which is located 
within this reservation, would be lighted by electricity. 
This geographical center is at the highest point on the 
reservation, which is surmounted by a large reservoir 
holding the water which supplies the garrison. Covering 
it is a roof, conical in shape, which gives a peak effect 
to the hill and which serves as a landmark for many miles 
around. As the War Department has recently author- 
ized the lighting of the post by electricity, and as work 
to that end will shortly begin, public spirited citizens 
in Junction City, the nearby metropolis, have instituted 
a movement to secure the placing of a light on this point, 
Colonel Pond’s prediction may become a fact. Such a 
light could be seen from fully one hundred square miles 
of territory. 
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Notwithstanding the recommendation made by Generat 
Funston that Major Charles A. Booth, 17th Inf., and 
Captain F. L. Knudsen, 8th Inf., who are accused otf 
certain irregularities in disposing of Government stores, 
be granted courts of inquiry, the War Department has 
decided to have them immediately tried by court-martial. 
It is charged that these two officers have for some time 
been disposing of potatoes and other subsistence stores 
that have high values in Alaska at such a profit that they 
have been able to make some money for themselves and 
cover their irregularities by purchasing other stores hav- 
ing about the same invoice value as the potatoes. An 
inspector was recently sent to Alaska and to the Van- 
couver Barracks where Major Booth is now stationed, 
and his report strongly incriminates the two officers. 
Major Booth asked for a court of inquiry, which re- 
ceived the approval of General Funston, but Secretary 
Root has directed that both officers be tried by court- 
martial, there being, in his opinion, nothing for the 
President to act upon in the event of a court of inquiry. 

The important board of Army officers consisting of 
Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, Adjutant General, members 
of the War College Board of which Major Gen. S. B. M. 
Young is the president, and the members of the General 
Staff of the Army on duty in this country, ordered for 
the purpose of making regulations for the General Staff 
and its work and its relations to the departmental di- 





visions of the War Department, hasbeen in session this 
week. Gen, Theodore Schwan, retired, who probably 
knows as much as any other officer regarding the history 
of the General Staff and the principles on which like 
organizations are conducted abroad, appeared before the 
board and made a long address, giving his ideas as to 
what should be done by a General Staff in this country, 
Later in the week Gen. William H. Carter, who is a 
member of the board, told of the legislation leading up 
to the creation of the General Staff, and what, in his 
opinion, Congress intended to be the relations of the Staff 
to the War Department. It will probably be severa] 
weeks before this board finishes its work. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling on May 13 
ordered that the contract with the Trigg Shipbuilding 
Company of Richmond, Va., for the building of the 
cruiser Galveston be revoked. The Galveston will be 
towed to the Norfolk Navy Yard for completion. his 
action has been contemplated. for some time, because of 
the financial embarrassment of the Trigg Company, which 
is now in the hands of a receiver. Several weeks ago 
the Department informed them that unless work was com- 
menced on the Galveston at once, the vessel would be 
taken charge of by the Government. No work has been 
done in the Galveston since last winter and she now 
lies at the Trigg yard 66. per cent. completed. It is 
possible further work will be necessary before she can 
be launched. A board of officers will be appointed to in- 
vestigate and take the proper steps for revoking the con- 
tract.

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It would certainly be an act of justice on the part of 
Congress if it would pass a law allowing the War and 
Navy Departments to reimburse officers for actual ex- 
penses incurred in courts martial after being tried end 
acquitted. Such a law, especially in the cases of officers 
who were tried for merely performing their duties as 
soldiers in the Philippines and were put to very heavy 
expense in defending themselves against unjust charges 
originating in complaints from anti-imperialists and other 
enemies of the military and naval establishments, would 
prove a great and needed benefit. One officer of the 
Marine Corps, for example, tried for alleged cruelties, 
and honorably acquitted, had to pay $3,000 for legal fees, 
and others doubtlessly had to pay in equal proportion for 
the privilege of obeying orders. 





The Prison Ship Martyrs’ Association of the United 
States was incorporated at Albany, N.Y., May 9, to erect, 
at Fort Greene Park, Brooklyn, a monument to com- 
memorate the heroism and patriotism of the men who 
died from privation and disease on the prison ships in 
Wallabout Bay in the War of the Revolution. The di- 
rectors are Senator Thomas C. Platt, Gen. Horatio C. 
King, Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, Cornelius N. Bliss, 
William Berri, Charles T. Barney, Robert D. Benedict, 
William B. Davenport, Stephen M. Griswold, Thomas H. 
Hubbard, Edward Johnson, Elijah R. Kennedy, Esther 
Howard King, William G. Low, Walter S. Logan, Anna 
Brooks Snow, Stephen V. White and Eliza M. C. White. 
The principal office of the Association will be in Brook- 
lyn.

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There will be no voluntary retirements in the Navy 
this year under section 8 of the Personnel act. This is 
now an assured fact, as enough vacancies will have been 
created by July 1 to meet the requirements of the pro- 
visions of that act. There will, however, be two com- 
pulsory retirements of lieutenants by a board of rear 
admirals as provided by section 9 of the Personnel act. 
Although officers are not supposed to apply for retirement 

“under this section, it is understood that several lieuten- 
ants, who for physical causes are desirous of being re- 
tired, will make their wishes known to the Navy Depart: 
ment.

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It is rather doubtful if any civilian appointments will 
he made this year to the Army. At the present time 
there are only 128 vacancies in the grade of second 
lieutenant in all arms of the Service, 93 of which will 
he filled from the graduating class at the Military 
Academy. This will leave only 35 to which enlisted 
men can be appointed, and from present indications 
there will be nearly that number qualified for commissions. 
Letters are being received daily from politicians in all 
parts of the country asking if any civilians will be 
appointed this year, and invariably the War Department 
in answering such communications is saying that posi 
tively no such appointments will be made. 





The reports of the examination of men on all the 
naval stations for positions as warrant machinists have 
now been received by the Navy Department, and an- 
nouncement of the six successful candidates for the s!x 
vacancies will soon be made. About thirty men took the 
examination, and those who made the six highest marks 
will be appointed to the vacancies. The others who suc- 
cessfully passed their examination will probably be placed 
upon a waiting list and appointed as vacancies occur. It 
is the intention of the Navy Department to recommen‘ 
to Congress at its next session that the number of war- 
rant machinists be increased.

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GENERAL MILES REPLIES. 


Headquarters of the Army, 
: Washington, May 14, 1908. 
To tHe Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Referring to my reports as presented. your issue ot 
May 2, I desire to thank you for publishing more of 
them than other papers that I have seen. 

While it is not my purpose to answer your editorial, 
believing, as I do, that the press is entitled to express its 
opinion, still I desire to point out that your assertion 
that I proposed to employ government transportation 
“in default of a specific appropriation for this purpose,” 
is a decidedly incorrect statement. You will see that the 
dispatch in which I made the recommendation to which 
you refer was sent from Subig Bay, P.I., on Nov. 29, 
1902, just two days before the convening of Congress, 
and if the suggestion met favorable consideration the 
necessary authority could have been immediately secured 
from Congress. Furthermore, I stated in my report: 

~The daily papers published in the islands are making 
frequent references to the famine, and this subject should 
receive immediate and serious attention. The crisis has 
not yet been reached, but will probably occur within six 
months. At that time Congress will not be in session 
and it will be impossible to take necessary action. I 
therefore sent the following despatch just before leaving 
the archipelago, in order that timely action might be 
taken.” 

(Then followed the despatch referred to, which may 
be found on page 861 of your Journal.) 

‘he last two sentences prove conclusively that I con- 
templated the sanction of Congress to any measures that 
might be taken. 

In this connection it is proper for me to say that I 
went to the Philippine Islands not as a “tourist,” but in 
an official capacity. Paragraph 205 or Army Regula- 
tions reads as follows: 

Che military establishment is under the orders of the 
courmanding general of the Army in that which pertains 
to its discipline and military control. * *.” 

Moreover, the instructions addressed to me as Lieuten- 
ant General “commanding the Army” came from tne 
highest authority, viz: ‘The President, in which I was 
directed to give especial attention to the “instruction dis- 
cipline and supplies of the Atmy.” /- 

ion route I visited several military stations in this 
country and inspected the entire Pacific coast defenses, in- 
cluding every gun, mortar, magazine and garrison. I 
went very thoroughly over the Philippine Islands, visii- 
ing all the principal garrisons, seeing nearly all the troops, 
complimenting them in person and in my official report. 

Che idea that I was governed by prejudice in any way 
is as idle as it is untrue. However, certain facts came 
to my knowledge from officers of rank and experience, as 
well as from prominent citizens, relating to offences that 
I had never heard of before; and I found an impression 
existed in the minds of some that certain acts that have 
been prohibited in our Army and in every other civilized 
army were justifiable, and the pleas of ““Not Guilty” to 
offences that had been committed were sustained on the 
ground that they were committed under instructions or in 
accordance with certain written and verbal orders. I 
therefore deemed it my duty to rescind any orders that 
might convey such dangerous and erroneous impressions, 
and directed that the order of Nov. 28, 1902, published in 
your Journal, be issued. 

It will be observed that no names were mentioned, 
but subsequent correspondence required a special report, 
which was accordingly made. The object of the order 
was not only to rescind any injurious orders that might 
have been issued, either verbal or written, but to prevent 
the possibility of the commission of any such offences in 
the future. You will also observe that the order does 
not criticize or condemn the acts of a single American 
soldier. 

During the eight years that I have occupied my pres- 
ent position I have issued but few orders of a general 
character, and those had for their object the general wel- 
fare of the Army. No one can have a more sacred regard 
for its honor than myself. 

Che officers of the law who arrested, tried, convicted _ 
and executed a theretofore honored member of the faculty 
of Harvard College who had committed a great crime 
were not called enemies of Harvard, nor was the honor 
of that institution involved or “smirched”’ by the pun- 
ishment of an unworthy professor. ‘The authorities who 
prosecuted and condemned Tweed and his associates were 
not accounted the enemies of New York or as those who 
“smirched its honor.” The Post Office officials, who are 
now investigating alleged offences are not enemies of the 
Administration or of the Department. 

In the greatest and bloodiest of all wars, covering four 
years, and in which were engaged three millions of brave 
men, I never heard of a single case of human torture, 
and those those who falsely assert that it was practiced 
insult alike those who wore the blue and the gray. For 
. hundred years the Army has been waging war against 
savage Indians—and there is no namable atrocity that 
at some time some Indians did not commit—but retalia- 
tion in kind and violence towards captive and surrendered 
Indians have always been prohibited. It is idle to as- 
sume that campaigning in the Philippines has conditions 
that warrant resort to medieval cruelty and a departure 
from the honorable method of conducting warfare, and 
that such departures as have existed should be overlooked 
ind condoned. 

It is most gratifying that the serious offences have not 
ben committed by the soldiers unless they were under 
the direct orders of certain officers who were responsible. 
SoMiers have withheld fire when ordered to shoot pris- 
oners, protested against acts of cruelty, and written to 
relatives at home urging them to take action to put a 
sop to those crimes. It will ever be one of the glories of 
the Army that such deeds committed by whatever au- 
thority are abhorrent to the American soldier. The offi- 
cers who are responsible, using chiefly cruel Maccabebes. 
do not by any means constitute the American Army, and 
there must be a very unmistakable line drawn between the 
sreat body of honorable and faithful officers and brave 
soldiers whose records have been commendable and those, 
’ whatever station, whose acts have received and should 
receive the earnest condemnation of all honorable men.

General Miles will not find in our editorial to which 
he replies any suggestion that he should be subjected to 


criticism for doing as the officers of the law did in the 
cases he cites in convicting men on sworn testimony, 
after a fair trial in open court. We should think, how- 
ever, that a judge would be subject, not only to censure 
but to impeachment, if he were to declare a man guilty 
without such a trial. Genera] Miles say, “It is idle to as- 
sume that campaigning in the Philippines has conditions 
that warrant resort to medieval cruelty and a departure 
from the honorable method of conducting warfare, ard 
that such departures as have existed should be overlooked 
and condoned.” It is sufficient to say in reply that we 
know of no one who has ever made any such assump- 
tion, nor of anything in the nature of medieval cruelty 
which has been “overlooked and condoned.” If General 
Miles has any knowledge of offences that have not already 
been inquired into, it is his duty to present charges, in 
proper form, and have the offenders brought to trial.

SOCIETY OF THE CARIBBEAN. 

The annual dinner of the Society of the Caribbean, 
an organization composed of newspaper correspondents, 
artists and special writers who reported and sketched that 
part of the war with Spain whose theater was laid 
around Cuba. and in the waters of the Caribbean, 
took place at the Café Martin, New York, on the even- 
ing of May 11, the anniversary of the gallant perform- 
ance of the torpedo boat Winslow and the revenue 
cutter Hudson in Cardenas Bay, May 11, 1898. Lieut. 
Comdr. John B. Bernadou, of the United States Navy, 
who commanded the Winslow in that gallant affair was 
the guest of the society at the dinner. Capt. Frank 
Newcomb, who commanded the Hudson, and Lieut. 
Hutchinson Scott were also asked to be guests of the 
society at the dinner. While the society originally 
included only those who went through the war in the 
Caribbean, the organization at its last meeting en- 
larged its membership so as to include the correspond- 
ents and artists who were sent to Martinique at the 
time of the St. Pierre disaster. Ir the course of his 
remarks at the dinner, Lieut. Commander Bernadou 
said: “Ten new battle ships have been authorized for 
the new American Navy, and not one is to be pro- 
vided with a torpedo. No foreign nation is following 
the same course. We talk about the effectiveness of 
our gunnery and we forget that other gun, the torpedo, 
which is a most effective weapon, though submerged, 
and of short range power. 

“We are paying much attention to the material of the 
Navy and too little to the personnel of the Navy. I 
believe that there is a phase of conservatism which is 
wrong. We place men at the head of the Navy too late 
in life. Our Navy is for the entire country and not for 
the men of the Navy. Let us cover responsibility with 
vigor. We want the best navy in the world, and we 
want men at the head of that navy who are in the full 
vigor of life, as well as possessed of experience. The 
scheme of selection is odious. Moreover, it ruins men. 
It ruined Cushing in the Civil War and we have Hobson 
no longer with us. The war with Spain was made 
glorious by the men in the full vigor of life, and yet 
possessed of actual experience, such as Dewey, Samp- 
son, Schley, Evans, Taylor and Crowninshield. These 
men had fought as commanders almost since boyhood. 
That cannot be the case for many more years, unless 
our policy is changed. This nation of ours needs vigor 
and responsibility combined. I have heard it said that 
we have not officers enough. If we had fewer older 
officers we would need fewer younger officers. It has 
been my experience that the young man in command 
gets a good man when he needs him for an emergency, 
while the older man studies conservatism. I hope that 
another war will not come soon, but when it does I 
advise you that fighting in the open with arms of small 
caliber is a mistake. Yet whatever happens, I predict 
that the American will ever be the best of sea fighters.”

All the space at 
this principal table was occupied by club members and 
invited guests to the number of about fifty. Other tables 
were arranged parallel with the horseshoe just outside 
the dining hall on the brick terrace to the south, which 
terrace was canopied for the occasion and filled with 
palms and flowers until it seemed a beautiful conserva- 
tory. And here, in a nook behind palms, was stationed 
an orchestra, which discoursed sweet music while the 
feast was on. 

At the tables under the canopy were about fifty more 
guests, making the total oumber of diners about 100. 
The doors and windows leading from the dining hall to 
the terrace were all opened wide, so that, as the speakers 


faced toward the terrace, they were heard quite as dis- 
tinctly there as within the hall, 

After the banquet came an informal reception, in 
which the guests of honor had enjoyable little chats with 
the honoring guests. The reception lasted until nearly 
midnight. ; 

On May 11, Colonel Symons, on the floor of the Buffa- 
lo Merchants’ Exchange, received from the citizens of 
Buffalo a magnificent solid silver tea set of five pieces, 
costing more than $2,000, and a gold watch costing $400, 
which were made by Tiffany of New York. The gifts are 
a token of the appreciation of Buffajonians for the work 
done in the great improvements in the harbor and the 
construction of the new breakwater, the largest in the 
world. More than a thousand residents of the city wit- 
nessed the presentation. 

Complimentary addresses were, made by Leonard 
Dodge, President of the Exchange, .and Mr. Goodyear, a 
member. In a feeling address in response Oolonel Sy- 
mons dwelt upon the future greatness of Buffalo. An- 
other pleasant incident of Colonel Symons’ leave-taking 
was the presentation of a handsome testimonial of re- 
gard on the part of the attaché’s of the U.S. Engineer’s 
office in Buffalo. Charles Pryne, the chief clerk of the 
office, who has been associated with Colonel Symons for 
the last eleven years, asked Colonel Symons and Colonel 
Bingham to step into his office. They found there as-' 
sembled about twelve clerks of the office staff representing 
the score or so of employes of the office, the others being 
absent on outside work. Mr. Pryne made a simple but 
sincere address, telling Colonel Symons how greatly he 
had endeared himself to his subordinates by his high sense 
of justice and his great consideration for those about him. 
Colonel Symons was evidently much affected by this 
demonstration of good-will on the part of his late staff, 
and made an appreciative address in reply. The gift 
was a very handsome silver loving-cup, gold lined and 
bearing the following inscription: “Presented to Col. 
Thomas W. Symons by his Buffalo employes as a token 
of love and regard.” 

The Buffalo Express, in referring editorially to Colonel 
Symons, said: “Buffalo does well in showing honor to 
Colonel Symons. The city will always remember him 
with gratitude. To him, mére than to any other indi- 
vidual, Buffalo owes the creation of its great outer ~ 
bor. He saw, upon his arrival here as engineer officer 
in charge of this district, that existing plans for the im- 
provement of the harbor were inadequate and he drew the 
plans which have been carried out. Already the fore- 
sight which he showed has been justified by results, and 
the Greater Buffalo of the future will not forget him.”

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Lieut. General .Nelson A. Miles contributes to the 
anniversary number of the New York World, published 
on Sunday, March 10, a letter in which he says: 
“Twenty years ago the Army was occupied chiefly in 
opening the way for civilization in the western portion 
of our country. It was giving protection to the pioneegs 
and home-builders, and clearing the way for settlements 
and the establishment of civil government. It was then 
commanded by General Sherman, with divisions and de- 
partments commanded by Sheridan, Hancock, Schofield, 
Pope, Howard, Terry, Augur, Crook and Mackenzie. 
All of the general officers, the colonels of regiments, 
field officers and most of the line officers had been 
schooled in the great Civil War, and had had more ex- 
perience’ in the control, discipline, instruction and com- 
mand of troops in serious campaigns and terrible battles 
than any body of officers in any other army. Time has 
made great changes in the personnel of the Army, yet it 
has been the endeavor of all those who have had the 
deepest interest in its welfare to maintain the high 
honor, the sterling integrity and the splendid patriotism 
which have characterized the Army for more than a 
hundred years. While the modern appliances of war that 
have been adopted, which are now far more effective than 
those in use a score of years ago may have changed the 
minor tactics, they have not modified strategy or changed 
the general principles of warfare. More attention is paid 
now to scientific instruction; there is more general know]l- 
adge of modern appliances, and the Army is more ef- 
fectively equipped and better supplied than ever before. 
* * * What the future of the Army will be during the next 
twenty years it is impossible to foretell, but I trust that 
its services will be such as to merit the appreciation 
and commendation of the people and to redound to the 
honor and glory of our country.’

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, hag is- 
sued the following statement relative to diseases at Naval 
receiving stations: “Contagious diseases at New York 
and Norfolk are decreasing, and at Newport and League 
Island they are slightly increasing. However, at the two 
latter places the men have been put in tents and the situa- 
tion will soon improve. Owing to the existence of con- 
tagious diseases on board some of the receiving ships 
and at the training stations, and as there are at present 
a large number of recruits quartered there, the Bureau 
is of the opinion that the situation can be controlled bet- 
ter if the men are not crowded and has therefore sus- 
pended recruiting. It is hoped that this will only be nec- 
essary for a week or ten days as it is deemed highly de- 
sirable to enlist the full quota of men allowed by law, 
namely, 31,000.” . 











A general court-martial of which Col. C. C. O. Oarr, 
4th U.S. Cav., is president has been ordered to meet at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and six student officers in at- 
tendance at the Staff College have been ordered to appear 
for trial. ‘The full detail for the court appears in orders, 
published elsewhere in this issue. In the letter to the 
War Department relative to these young officers, it was 
alleged that their deficiencies were due to lack of ap- 
plication on their part. ‘They will be tried on the charge 
of “‘neglect of duty.” It is the intention of the War 
Department to try before courts-martial all officers who 
fail in their studies at the Service Colleges when it ap 
pears that their failure is entirely due to neglect on their 
part to apply themselves. 


Mrs. M. N. Perry sends to the N.Y. Tribune this letter 
which seems to settle the question in dispute as to what 
orders were given by Admiral Dewey to open the battle 
of Manila Bay: “Washington, Nov. 20, 1899. Dear 
Madam: Replying to your letter of the 18th inst., I 
have to state that the terms of my order were: ‘You 
may fire when you are ready.

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AMERICAN AND BRITISH CAVALRY. 


General Baden-Powell, of the British army, who sailed 
from New York for England on April 28 after a quiet 
visit of several weeks in the United States, under the 
designation of Mr. Stevenson, is credited by a reporter 
of the Philadelphia Press with certain expressions 
which, if he had uttered them, would have indicated that 
his military observations in this country had been 
deplorably limited and superficial. Fortunately he denies 
the authenticity of the interview. “It appears to 
me,” he was quoted as saying, “that as a whole 
the American Cavalry arm doesn’t come up to the high- 
water mark of the British branch of the service. I am 
not giving you a prejudiced view when I say that there 
are many things in which your Cavalry beat us, but, as 
a whole, I must repeat that we are superior. The 
physique of your men is below the standard of the Brit- 
ish cavalrymen. I was somewhat surprised to find that, 
as I expected the reverse would be the case. A more 
rigorous and better system of gymnastic exercises, lL 
think, is needed here, and also less luxury in the matter 


of food. Your Cavalry horses, on the other hand, are 
perfection. Their hke cannot be equaled in any other 
country. Probably fifty per cent. of the horses in the 


mounted service of the British army just now are Amerl- 
can bred. In the handling of cavalry in inclosed areas, 
your senior officers are perfect. Where activity and 
‘nippiness,’ too, are concerned, the average American Cav- 
alryman would want some beating, notwithstanding the 
amount of unhealthy food he puts into his stomach. He 
is also more active, both physically and mentally, than the 
average British horseman, but I am certain he has nof 
the same amount of staying power in tim.” 1 
Whether General Baden-Powell said so or not, it may 
be true thet the British calavryman is bulkier than the 
American, but that does not signify superior fitness. The 
American is more active both physically and mentaily, 
and if the opinion is held that the British cavalryman has 
the greater staying power, a statement of the grounds 
upen which it is based would be immensely interesting 
to all Cavalry officers who are familiar with the condi- 
tions and records of the two Services. In justice to 
General Baden-Powell it should be stated that since his 
arrival in England he has flatly repudiated the expres- 
sions attributed to him. , 
As against this opinion, wherever it may come from, it 
is interesting to place that of a veteran American officer, 
Col. Winfield Scott Edgerly, 2d U.S. Cavalry, whose 
thirty years of actual experience in the Army entitles 
him to speak with authority. General Baden-Powell 
was a guest of Colonel Edgerly at Fort Myer and for 
his benefit the 2d Cavalry was put through the whole 
course of tactical movements and special drill in order 
that the British officer might witness a practical exem- 
plification of American Cavalry training. Referring to 


this supposed criticism upon our Cavalry, Colonel 
Edgerly says: “It seems to me that General Baden- 
Powell makes the mistake of judging the entire 


United States Cavalry by what he saw at Fort Myer 
and at Madison Square Garden, New York, where 
Troop F of the 2d Cavalry, Capt. Lloyd M. Brett 
commanding, took part in the recent Military Tourna- 
ment. So far as we know, these are the only troops he 
looked over. The men of Troop F, whom he saw in New 
York, were selected to perform some particular athletic 
feat, and they are younger and lighter than the average 
seasoned trooper. A man who leaps over four horses 
must necessarily be light. As the men are young and 
light they would necessarily give a foreigner, who is 
accustomed to the bulky and beefy men of Germany and 
England, the impression that they are undeveloped. 
The slight, slender, and youthful looking American, how- 
ever, usually has muscles of steel. Some of the marches 
made by our Cavalry in the Indian country have never 
been equalled anywhere in the world. There have been 
so many of these exhibitions of endurance in the west 
that to cite only a part of them would require a book. 
The Custer campaign. in which I took part, is an in- 
stance. We marched along steadily three days and 
then went into the fight without a rest. In this long 
ride we lost only one horse and not one of the men re- 
ported sick. One hundred mile rides by officers, cow- 
boys, and troopers, the distance covered in twenty-four 
hours or less, have been so frequent in the west they 
have been regarded as common. As to our men, we 
are so sure of them we give all of our attention to the 
horses. The Cavalry is as strong as its horses. The 
men invariably wear the animals out. We think our 
men are the best in the world.” 

Colonel Edgerly replies to the idea that the Ameri- 
ean Cavalryman appears to lack power of endurance by 
recalling that the rugged fighting qualities shown 
by the Union and Confederate Cavalry during the Civil 
War led to radical changes in the Cavalry tactics of 
the great European armies. It is worth remembering, 
too, that during his highly creditable work as a cavalry 
officer in the South African war, General Baden-Powell 
himself instructed his subordinate officers to follow 
American tactics and let the obsolete methods of the 
British army go. 
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ADMIRAL DEWEY’S OPINION OF OUR NAVY. 

In a letter published in the anniversary edition of the 
New York World, celebrating the completion of the 
twentieth year of that paper's history under the present 
management, Admiral George Dewey says: “Twenty 
years ago the present United States Navy was just in 
its infancy. To-day, ship for ship, it is the most power- 
ful navy in the world. It was never so strong as it is 


to-day. The maneuvers in the Caribbean Sea last winter 
proved this. They were a revelation and an object les- 
son to the whole world. We had fifty-four ships of all 
classes in the maneuvers. The result showed the high 
degree of efficiency attained by our commanders in 
handling squadrons and divisions, and proved our pre- 
paredness for any contingency. The greatest source of 
strength in the American Navy is found in the intelli- 
gence of the men. The brains are not confined to the 
officer. Aside from the fact that our men are the 
greatest fighters in the world, they outrank in capability 
of understanding and doing. This means that whenever 
our ships are put to the test they will win, unless the 
odds against them are overwhelming, for intelligence ia 
* the crews never counted for as much as it does to-day. 
“The modern battleship is a great machine shop. To 
operate it successfully the men who do the work must 
have brains, They cannot be dull and win battles. 


I know our men and know what they can do. I am 
free to say that if every officer on a United States war- 
ship should be killed in battle the enlisted men could 
and would take the ship and fight her to victory. Be- 
cause of the great increase of enlisted men, due to the 
rapidity with which our Navy has grown, our target 
practice fell off a bit, on the whole, but it is improving 
now. The improvement will continue until a satisfac- 
tory degree of efficiency is attained, and that efficiency 
will be maintained. Our men are naturally the best 
marksmen in the world. The Navy is filling up with 
young men from the west. They are keen, quick to learn 
and intensely patriotic, and are the best raw material 
we ever had. 

“The greatest drawback to the upbuilding of the Navy 
has been the slow work on construction. This will 
cease soon, I am sure. There is no reason why we 
should not build ships as rapidly as any country, and we 
will. There are already signs of improvement, and I 
am very hopeful for the future. The superiority of our 
methods of construction is becoming recognized abroad, 
and our plans are being copied. We will continue to 
turn out the best ships and gét the best men. If 
Congress continues its liberal appropriations, it does 
not take a prophet to predict what our Navy will be 
twenty years from now.” 
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ORDER OF INDIAN WARS. 


The Order of Indian Wars of the United States, of 
which Brig. Gen. R. F. Bernard, U.S.A., retired, veteran 
of scores of engagements with hostile Indians, is com- 
mander, and Brig. Gen. G. W. Baird, U.S.A., retired, 


the adjutant general of General Miles in his Indian 
campaigns, is recorder, held a meeting at Wiashington, 
D. C., May 1, and elected the following officrs as com- 
panions of the first class: Col. Charles H. Alden, U.S. 
A.; Col. Arthur L. Wagner, A.A.G., U.S.A.; Col. Charles 
H. Heyl, L.G., U.S.A.; Lieut. Col. Philip F. Harvey, 
Dept. Surg. Gen., U.S.A.; Major Charles G. Starr, 25th 
U.S. Inf., and Gen, George H. Harries, commanding 
N.G., Dist of Columbia. General Harries as Ist lieu- 
tenant of the District of Columbia National Guard 
served as a volunteer aide-de-camp on the staff of Major 
General Milés, commanding the Military Division of the 
Missouri in the Pine Ridge campaign of 1890-91. 

All companions of the order have had experience in 
conflicts, battles or actual field service against hostile 
Indians; none but such and their descendants are eligible 
to membership. The order was organized early in 1896, 
and although the exciting events of the intervening 
years have demanded the time and occupied the minds 
of the officers of the Army, yet this order has had a 
steady growth and numbers in its membership many 
highly distinguished officers, including the Lieutenant 
General commanding the Army. 

In the perilous days when the eyes of the whole civ- 
ilized world were fixed upon Peking, a wearer of a 
badge of the Order of Indian Wars of the United 
States, Mr. H. G. Squiers, was performing heroic and 
efficient work for the safety of the besieged diplomats 
and missionaries and their wives and children. 

The objects of the order are both social and historical; 
to afford a bond of union and opportunity for reunions 
for the survivors of our Indian wars, and to secure for 
publication historical data relating to that century, and 
more. following the peace of 1783, when the “Battle of 
Civilization,” as General Sherman fitly called our In- 
dian wars, was raging.

Bishop John F. Hurst, of the Methodist Episcopal 
church who died at Washington, D.C., recently, was the 
father of Lieut. Paul Hurst, 3d U.S. Inf. 

Dr. Alfred Hasbrouck, father of Capt. Alfred Has- 
brouck. 14th U.S. Inf., died at his home in Poughkeepsie. 
N.Y., May 9, in his 83d year. He had been ill about 
a week and it was evident from the beginning of wis 
sickness that the splendid constitution which so long 
had been a model of strength, would not be able to 
withstand the attack. Dr. Hasbrouck had practiced 
medicine in Poughkeepsie for nearly half a century. 
He was a student all of his life. His work was a duty 
with him. He was a man of strong individuality and 
great devotion to what he believed to be right. He was 
a man of domestic tendencies, and in his home he was 
known best. He sought no public activity beyond the 
ealls of his profession to which he was devoted. Dr. 
Hasbrouck is survived by a large family of children in- 
cluding Frank Hasbrouck, the well known lawyer; Mrs. 
Peter F. Hulm, now in the Philippines with his son, 
Captain Alfred Hasbrouck; Manning Hasbrouck, Mrs. 
Jackman and Mrs. Mandeville. 

Three sisters of Lieut. Col. Charles Shaler, Ordnance 
Department, U.S.A., have died within two weeks of 
fever, at Colon, Colombia, Augusta Rutledge died on 
April 24, Eleanor F. died on May 4, and Blizabeth 
succumbed to the dread disease on May 11. The three 
sisters were staying at the home of a brother who is 
superintendent of the Panama Railroad. 

Col. Garnet Andrews, one of the most prominent law- 
yers in the South, died at Chattanooga, Tenn., May 12.

He was released several 
months ago, and returning to Manila finally took the 
oath. Even the Americans respected him for his stead- 
fastness to the lost Filipino cause.

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling has approved 
the sentence in the court martial case of William An- 
thony an enlisted man, of the U.S.S. Olympia, charged 
with the murder of Gustav Vassar. Anthony was con- 
victed of manslaughter and sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisonment. 

Members of the junior class of cadets from the U.S.M. 
A., in command of Col. Charles W. Larned, U.S.A., 
visited the Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York 
city, May 11, where they were ordered to select some 
design and write a thesis on it upon their return to 
West Point. 

Rear Admiral Sigsbee, U.S.N., commanding the 
League Island Navy Yard, and Rear Admiral Harring- 
ton, commanding the Norfolk Navy Yard, are under con- 
sideration for assignment to command of the South 
Atlantic station upon the expiration of the tour of sea 
duty of Rear Admiral Sumner next winter. 

General F. C. Ainsworth, Chief of the Record and 
Pension Office, will not be called upon to save $50,000 out 
of his salary to meet the demands of Mr. Charles A. 
Arnoud, a civilian spy, who, in a suit for libel against 
(;eneral Ainsworth, put this estimate upon the damage 
cone to him by a report by the General upon his claims. 
The court has decided against Mr. Arnoud. 

Dr. Reginal Smith, of the Navy, who recently re- 
signed his commission, this week recalled his resigna- 
tion by telegraph. At the time the resignation was sub- 
mitted the Navy Department requested him to recon- 
sider it, which, for a time he seemed unwilling to do. 
The Department then accepted the resignation with re- 
gret. but Dr. Smith afterwards decided to ask for its 
recall. 

The annual session of the Naval War College at New- 
port, R.I., will begin on June 1, with the officers ap- 
pointed to the class reporting to Captain French E. 
Chadwick, U.S.N., president of the college. In the fore- 
neon of June 2, the session will be formally opened by 
the delivering of the opening address, which, according 
te present plans, will be delivered by Secretary Moody, 
of the Navy. In case Secretary Moody finds that he can- 
not attend, the address will be delivered by Captain 
Chadwick. 

President Roosevelt’s last day in San Francisco— 
May 14—was an exceedingly busy one. Besides taking 
part in several functions of purely civilian character, he 
helped to dedicate the monument in honor of Dewey’s 
victory in Manila Bay, assisted ir laying the corner 
stone of the new building of the Navy Young Men’s 
Christian Association and afterward inspected the Mare 
Island Navy Yard. In the evening he attended a ban- 
quet given by the Union League Club at which the 


toasts included “The Army” with a response by Major 
Gen. Arthur MacArthur, U.S.A., and “The Navy” with 
a response from Secretary Moody 

An unofficial report of a four hour’s surface trial of 
the submarine boats Shark, Porpoise and Plunger in 
Peconic Bay, May 14, states that the trial was a success 
in every way. Each boat it is said came up to the 
eentract speed and in several cases exceeded it by a 
margin of nearly a knot. The Shark did even better 
than that on one of her trials, making a speed of 8.3 
knots in the third light trial with four cylinders. All 
three of the boats were driven by gasolene engines, the 
electric motors being used only when the boats are sub- 
merged. Clear skies, smooth water and a light breeze 
from the southwest made the weather conditions ideal. 
The course of half a mile north and the same distance 
south was covered three times.

The New York Sun says: “Mrs. Irene R. Sheridan, 
widow of ‘Phil’ Sheridan, and his brother, Col. ‘Mike’ 
Sheridan, as executors and trustees of Genéral Sheridan’s 
estate, have offered for sale at public auction the ex- 
pensive Flemish tapestries presented to Gen. Sheridan 
twenty years ago by John W. Mackay, acting for a 
group of the famous cavalry leader’s personal friends. 
The tapestries are from the Pitti Gailery, at Florence, 
and since they became the property of the Sheridans 
have hung on the walls of the National Museum. The 
four pieces are thought by their owners to be worth 
something like $50,000, About the time that the tapes- 
tries were given to General Sheridan his friends gave 
him as an additional present a deed to the brick resi- 
dence at the corner of Rhode Island avenue and Seven- 
teenth street, in which Mrs. Sheridan and her daughters 
now reside. Mrs. Sheridan decided to part with the house 
also, and recently sold it for several thousand dollars 
more than General Sheridan’s friends paid for it, to Gif- 
ford Pinchot, Chief of the Forestry Division of the Agri- 
cultural Department, whose handsome residence adjoins it 
on the east. The sale of the house and tapestries be- 
came necessary in order to settle up the estate, which 
could not be done until "Young Phil,’ the youngest child, 
became of age. He is a cadet at West Point, having 
been appointed by President McKinley, and recently 
attained his majority. Mrs. Sheridan will build a more 
commodious house in the neighborhood of the old one.”

CHANGES IN 
G.O. 68, MAY 8, H.Q.A.,A.G.0. 

I. By direction of the Secretary of War, paragraphs 
26, 27 (amended by General Orders, No. 119, Nov. 21, 1%, 
and General Orders, No. 8, Jan. 26, 1903, from this office), 
28, 29 and 32 of the Regulations are amended to read as 
follows: 

26. Vacancies in the grade of 2d lieutenant existing 
on the lst day of July in each year will be filled by ap. 
pointment in the following order: (1) From graduates 
of the United States Military Academy; (2) from enlisted 
men of the Army whose fitness for advancement shalj 
have been determined by competitive examination; (3, 
from civil life. 

27. A soldier to be eligible to compete for appointment 
to the grade of 2d lieutenant must be a citizen of the 
United States, unmarried, and between 21 and 30 years 
of age on the Ist day of September of the year in which 
he applies to enter the competition; he must also be physi. 
cally sound; of good moral character before and after en- 
listment, and must have served two years in the Regular 
or Volunteer forces; he must be an enlisted man of the 
Regular Army at the date of his application. Applica- 
tions to appear for competitive examination will be sub- 
mitted to department commanders on or before Fe}, | 
of each year, and company commanders, in forwarding 
such application, will verify the statements of service 
which are submitted by enlisted men of their respective 
commands, 

28. With a view to the selection of proper enlisted men 
for advancement to the grade of 2d lieutenant each de. 
partment commander will, as soon as practicable after 
March 1 of each year, convene a board of five officers for 
the preliminary competitive examination of the soldiers 
of his command who are legally qualified therefor, with 
a view to determine their eligibility for the final com- 
petitive examination. This board will institute a rigid 
inquiry into the character, capacity, record, and quali. 
fications of the several candidates, and will recommend 
none for the final competitive examination who are not 
able to establish their fitness for promotion to the entire 
satisfaction of the board. On Sept. 1 of each year the 
War Department will convene a board of five officers 
before which those who have successfully passed the 
departmental boards will appear for final competitive 
examination with a view to the selection of thobe best 
qualified for appointment to the grade of 2d lieutenant 
in the Army; the number so selected shall not exceed the 
number of vacancies remaining on a 1 after the gradu- 
ating class of the United States Military Academy has 
been provided for. 

29. Each enlisted man who successfully passes the 
final competitive examination will receive from the Ad- 
jutant General of the Army a certificate of eligibility for 
appointment to the grade of 2d lieutenant and will be 
recommended for advancement in the order of merit as 
determined by the final competitive examination. An 
enlisted man who has passed a departmental board, but 
has failed to be found eligible upon final competitive 
examination, may, in the following year appear for final 
competitive examination on proper application made 
through department headquarters and will not be re- 
quired to pass a departmental board a second time. An 
applicant who twice fails in his final competitive examina- 
tion to obtain a certificate of eligibility can not again 
compete for appointment to the grade of second lieuten- 
ant in the Army. 

32. All rights and privileges arising from a certificate 
of eligibility may be vacated by sentence of a court- 
martial, but no soldier while holding the privileges of 
a certificate shall be brought before a garrison or regi- 
méntal court-martial or summary court.

us promulgated in General Orders, No. 8, Jan, 26, 198, 
from this office. 

une Surgeon General of the Army is authorized to pro- 
vide for the care and treatment of discharged soldiers 
entitled to the benefits of the United States Soldiers’ 
Home, Washington, D.C., who may be sent to the sana- 
torium by the Board of Commissioners of the Home, the 
expense for the maintenance of such discharged soldiers 
to be paid from the Soldiers’ Home fund. 

Admission of patients to this hospital will be in the 
following order: Officers and enlisted men of the Army 
on the ‘active list; officers and enlisted men of the Army 
who may be retired or discharged while under treatment 
at this hospital; beneficiaries of the United States Sol- 
diers’ Home; officers and enlisted men on the retired list; 
officers and enlisted men of the Navy upon special author- 
ity trom the Secretary of War, and such others as may 
have such authority or that of the Surgeon General of 
he Army. 

MOflicers and enlisted men on the retired list of tne 
Army Gesiring admission to this hospital may make 
direct app'ication accompanied by a medical certificate to 
the Adjutant General of the Army for the necessary per- 
mission. Officers under treatment when subsisted in the 
hospital will be subject to a charge for subsistence not to 
excccd $1.50 per day. The charge for subsistence for those 
admitted by special authority of the Secretary of War 
or the Surgeon General will be, if on the footing of 
officers, $1.50 per day, and if on the footing of enlisted 
men $> per week. 

The commanding officer is authorised to charge civil- 
ians on the footing of officers a moderate sum, propor- 
tion te to their means, for attendance and nursing, such 
money to be taken up on the hospital fund account. This 
charge Will not be more than $1 a uay, and may be re- 
mitted in the discretion of the commanding officer. 

The payment by such civilians of fees for professional 
services will be voluntary and a matter of arrangement 
with the commanding officer, subject to the approval of 
ihe Surgeon General, 

Patients reach this hospital by the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railway. ‘Those from California or the 
Southern States by the Southern Pacific Railway to 
Deming, New Mexico, and thence by the Atchison, To- 
pekxn and Santa Fe Railway to Bayard Station, three 
mils from the hospital. A delay of twenty-four hours 
for those coming by the Southern Pacific, at Deming, 
Ne Mexico, is necessary, and this fact should be borne 
in ind by commanding omcers when sending enlisted 
men to this hospital over the Southern Pacific Railway.

THE ASSAULTS ON GENBRAL WOOD. 

The New York Evening Post of May 8 says: “On 
May 1 the Evening Post stated that Gen. Leonard Wood 
had inspired an article in the North American Review 
for February, 1900, written by Lieut. James-E. Runcie, 
and attacking Wood’s predecessor, General Brooke. It 
was added that there were in the manuscript interlinea- 
tions in the handwriting of General Wood. In making 
this assertion, we depended not alone upon our Havana 
correspondent, whom we had every reason to think trust- 
worthy, but also upon an explicit statement made to us 
by one in authority in the office of the Review. But 
we now find that we were unintentionally misinformed, 
and that the article in question was not interlined by 
General Wood. We accordingly withdraw the charge 
unqualifiedly, with sincere apologies to General Wood. 
It is not necessary to add that our Havana correspondent 
ceases to be such with this date.” The Post would ap- 
pear to have gone somewhat far afield in inquiring of its 
correspondent in Havana as to the characteristics of a 
manuscript in the hands of a New York editor. It 
would have been easy to learn by inquiry in the proper 
quarter that the manuscript of the article by Lieutenant 
Runeie did not contain a single line in the handwriting 
of General Wood, and that it was without interlineation 
when it came into the hands of the editor of the North 
American Review. General Wood being on the high 
seas, where it was impossible for him to answer or even 
to know of an attack upon his character, the time would 
hardly seem to be felicitious for making such an attack. 
As to the statements of the N.Y. Sun concerning Bel- 
lairs, the former correspondent of the Associated Press, 
we are forced to the conclusion, from: facts within our 
knowledge, that the inspiration to that attack was from 
within the circle of the Army, and that its real purpose 
was to discredit General Wood. It is wholly unjust to hold 
General Wood responsible for a man who so imposed 
upon Army and Navy circles that he was elected a mem- 
ber of the Army and Navy Club in Manila and was 
given a dinner by one of the Service clubs when he left 
the islands. He was a man of education and cultivated 
manners, and as the agent of the Associated Press he was 
naturally brought into close relations with public of- 
ficials. So strong was their faith in him that even when 
rumors to his discredit were set afloat they were not 
believed; for it was easy to make it appear that his 
association with a discharged convict was a matter of 
mistaken identity. If General Wood was deceived in an 
English adventurer so were others and the General should 
be fairly treated in the matter, even by those who think 
that he has been rewarded by the President beyond his 
deserts and that personal partiality has led to his re- 
ceiving too exclusive credit for work in Cuba in which 
others shared. 

The question as to whether an officer of the Medica! 
Corps should have been promoted to high command in 
the line of the Army, and whether he should receive 
further promotion, is one open for discussion, but an at- 
tempt to accomplish by indirection what cannot be ac- 
complished by open attack, is an unworthy one and it 
will certainly fail of its object. The President may or 
may not think it wise to further promote General Wood, 
but he will only be strengthened in his purpose of doing 
so, if such is his intention, by the attempt to injure his 
friend by unfair methods. 

Even Bellairs or “Cheiriton,” it would appear, is not 
so black as he has been painted. Jos. Obl, of the Atlanta 
Constitution, who went to Tallahassee, Fla., to inquire 
into his case, reports that the offence for which Cheiriton 
suffered imprisonment was that of obtaining money when 
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he was in pecuniary straits on checks drawn. in his favor 
by a mythical bank in Mexico. He was convicted upon 
his own admissions and sentenced to seven years in the 
penitentiary for “obtaining money under false pre- 
tences.” Mr. Ohl says: “Study of the papers in the 
case throws some interesting sidelights upon the life of 
Cheiriton during the five years which followed. His 
work consisted principally in keeping the books of the 
lessee, and there he won the esteem ana confidence of 
the lessee, which, by the way, he retains to this day.” 

He was pardoned at the end of the five years. Among 
those joining in the petition were a number of British 
citizens including “James Philips, colonel English army.” 
The petition headed by Colonel Philips recites: “The 
convict is not a confirmed criminal, but it was his first 
offence, his previous career having been spent for seven 
years as an Officer serving his country in Egypt, India, 
and the Cape. In a case of this sort, mercy may well be 
tempered with justice.” 

Colonel Philips, who returned to England, where he 
niust have had opportunity to inquire into the facts as to 
the military record of Cheiriton, wrote from there to Gov- 
ernor Mitchell, of Piorida, saying: “Having served 
nearly thirty-seven years in the British army, you who 
have yourself been an officer can understand the inter- 
est I take in this case. The offence seems to have been 
caused by losses in gambling.” 

Mr. Ohl says: “I have been carefully studying the 
papers in pardon case No. 28. The man whose petitions 
and letters I have been reading I have known as a cap- 
abie, able journalist holding a highly responsible posi- 
tion—a man whose later life has been exemplary and 
honorable. Once, under financial stress and straits of 
hardship, he fell. The fact is freely confessed. He 
wes punished—grievously punished. Should his one 
error drive him from a position in which he was making 
splendidly good, branded forever as a criminal?’ 

The offence of “obtaining money under false pretences” 
might have been forgiven, but not that of believing in 
leonard Wood. It is for this, and for this only, that Bel- 
iuirs is now being punished. It is a question of morals 
whether the attempt to steal a man’s character is not even 
a more heinous offence than the one of which Cheiri- 
tun Was convicted. In a letter to the New York Herald 
Kellairs says: “The criticisms in ‘As It Is in the Philip- 
were fair and just. In nearly every chapter 

tements were backed by proofs, and, as for the per- 

ial criticism of Governor Taft, it consisted mainly in 
the telling of two incidents of his work, neither of which 
the Sun attempted to disprove.

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STRIPPING FOR BATTLE. 

We have had “the man behind the gun” and in Sec- 
retary Moody’s expressive phrase, “the man behind the 
coal shovel and the man in front of the galley range,” 
but it has remained for W. H. Whiting, Assistant Direc- 
tor of Naval Construction of the British navy, to offer 
suggestions which will crystalize into the type of “the man 
who sinks the ship.” The crack executive officer who 
orders a painting gang over the side prides himself on his 
regard for appearances, but in Mr. Whiting’s eyes he is 
only adding to the sum total of weight imposition that is 
bringing the modern war vessel down, down, down to the 
stage of maximum draft which will still allow the battle- 
slip to enter some few choice and selected deepwater 
ports. In his paper read before the London Institution 
of Naval Architects on April 1 Mr. Whiting says: 

“One who has not the records before him may well be 
incredulous at the enormous weight of paint worked into 
a ship. The most serious feature is that the process 
never ceases and the greater the pride in the ship, the 
greater the tendency to sink her with white lead. 1 have 
been told of a case in which there was removed from the 
inner surface of a portion of the crew space of a de- 
siroyer paint of a weight of over two pounds per square 
foot.” 

This and many other things Mr. Whiting says in his 
presentation of the eternal conflict between the construc- 
tor and the line officer, the battle between the man ashore 
who plans, and the man at sea who has to do with or 
Ww thout. 

In effecting the great compromise of the distribution of 
weights in a modern war vessel, it would be unwise to 
el minate any of the factors in the contest. A ship built 
after the heart of a constructor would probably miss 
many of the comforts and conveniences which ameliorate 
the hardships of seagoing, though they by no means obvi- 
ate them, while a line officer’s ideal for a comfortable 
ship would negative many abstruse constructorial cal- 
culations. The engineer officer’s pet with mighty en- 
gines and capacious boilers and the ordnance officer’s 
finey with its tremendous battery present points of 
criticism each one to each other one, and in the finalty, 
it is probably true that the compromise secures the high- 
est average in building war vessels as it does in effecting 
legislation, 

The compromises which are the existing types in the 
Navy of the United States may be said truthfully to 
have given a more practical, and presumably more effic- 


ient, war vessel construction to this country” than the 
average of the world’s ships of war. ‘There is a larger 
proportion of handy, workmanlike ships, less of “clutter,” 
fewer complicating installations. The United States has 
profited by foreign failures, but as it comes to the front 
and forges ahead in naval construction, it must do its 
own experimenting and in such work, such warnings 
against over weight as that of Mr. Whiting are profitable. 

The maximum of cruising efficiency was probably rep- 
resented by the wooden all sail war vessel. With three 
months’ provisions and spare stores, she asked for neither 
base of supplies nor an auxiliary squadron. She was in- 
dependent, self-centered, and, within the limits of pro- 
vision supply, untrammelled in her movements. 

The keystone of modern naval strategy is fuel, and the 
relation of the ounce of weight to the ounce of fuel de- 
termines ability to reach the enemy, to outmaneuver the 
enemy, determines to a very large degree where the battle 
shall be fought and when. 

Commanders and subordinate officers of land forces 
who have to do with the actual handling of troops 
concern themselves also with the details of equipment. 
The lessening of the weight of a saddle or bridle, the 
composition of a marching kit are of not less importance 
than tactics, minor and great. If the constructing naval 
officer alone is planning how weight shall_be lessened 
and is at best not supported by the line officer the mis- 
takes that may be made will be in the lessening of 
efficiency and comfort, both of which mistakes will bear 
most heavily on the line officer. But if the line officer 
joining with the constructor on the main proposition 
that weights must be lessened, points out appliances 
that are obsolete and can be omitted, offers to assume 
minor risks in the weight-diminishing struggle, seeks 
for the elimination of non-essentials, his views as to es- 
sentials of efficiency and comfort will have so much the 
greater force from the abnegation. 





THE REPORTS OF GENBPRAL MILES. 


Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles this week wrote the Sec- 
retary of War requesting that he be furnished with an 
exact copy of his reports as given to the press, and 
expressing a desire that he be informed as to who gave 
them out and to whom they were furnished. For the 
satisfaction of the public we are able to state that the 
ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL was furnished with a full 
and exact copy of all of General Miles’ reports, and that 
they were published in our columns exactly as given out 
except that the three words which appear in General 
Miles’ “atrocity” report when he refers to certain data 
given him by Major Gen. George W. Davis on the sale 
and distribution of rice, were omitted. This data fur- 
nished by General Davis has also been given to the press, 
although it was fully covered in the report of Genera! 
Miles. In replying to the letter written the Secretary 
of War by General Miles, Adjutant General Corbin said: 

“Complying with your request I have the honor to 
inform you that copies of your reports as furnished by 
the War Department to the public press were complete 
and exact copies of the entire reports, being your gen- 
eral report upon affairs in the Philippines, dated Feb. 19, 
1903, and your special report on alleged cruelties in the 
Philippines, being the same date. For your convenience, 
duplicate copies of both documents, as given out, are 
transmitted herewith. I have the honor further to in- 
form you: 1. That your report to the Secretary of War. 
dated Feb. 19, 1908, was given to the press in full by the 
then Acting Adjutant General, Col. W. P. Hall, A.A.G., 
to the authorized representatives of the Press Associa- 
tions: and, 2. That your special report, of the. same 
date, was given out, with the approval of the Secretary 
of War, by the Judge Advocate General of the Army, the 
full text of which was furnished to the press representa- 
tives.” 

The difficulty is not that the reports of General Miles 
were withheld from the press, but that the agent of the 
Associated Press, to whom they were delivered in the 
usual course, did not think it worth while to telegraph 
them in full. So far as we can learn the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL is the only paper that published the two 
reports of General Miles in full. The documents re- 
ferring to the matter of reconcentration and the issue 
of rice are a series of official reports and endorsements, 
dated from six to sixteen months ago. They would oc- 
cupy ten or twelve columns of our paper, are wholly 
without interest, and there publication could serve no 
useful purpose except to prove beyond controversy that 
the charge that there is any disposition to suppress the 
truth in this matter is absolutely without foundation. If 
there is any paper in the United States that desires to 
publish them we will furnish them with pleasure. 
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In view of the overcrowding at the various naval 
training stations throughout the country, together with 
a serious outbreak of cerebro-spinal meningitis at League 
Island, it is earnestly to be hoped that Congress may 
not allow another session to pass without providing for 
shore quarters for recruits at all training stations. The 
medical authorities of the Navy agree that the present 
system of quartering recruits on old ships is prejudicial 
to both health and discipline, and that more comfortable 
quarters would probably result in an early decrease of 
desertions. Health conditions at League Island have al- 
ready induced the Navy Department to relieve the con- 
gestion by quartering the recruits in tents and similar 
arrangements have been made at the Puget Sound and 
Mare Island stations, but what is needed is permanent 


shore quarters at all training stations capable of pro- 
viding adequately for the health and comfort of recruits. 
This need is so great indeed, and so likely to increase 
with the steady growth of the enlisted force of the 
Navy, that when it is properly placed before Congress 
the necessary relief will doubtless be promptly granted. 
Our Washington advices, state that the outbreak of 
cerebro-spinal meningitis at the League Island Navy 
Yard, and of diphtheria at the Norfolk and Newport 
Navy Yards has caused ‘the officials of the Navy Depart- 
ment the greatest concern. At the League Island Navy 
Yard there have been nine cases of meningitis to date 
and the epidemic of diphtheria at the other two yards 
and on the Pacific Ooast at the training stations has 
been severe. The trouble is undoubtedly due to the over- 
crowding of the men on the receiving ships, and relief 
has already been afforded by the Bureau of Navigation 
sending tents to the various yards for the purpose of tak- 
ing a large number of the men off the receiving ships. 
Surgeon General Rixey has several times called the at- 
tention of the Department to the overcrowding of these 
ships, but the Bureau of Navigation has been powerless 
to do anything owing to the lack of facilities for receiv- 
the men. Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, is a disbeliever in the receiving 
ship plan, and agrees with his predecessor that the better 
way is to put the recruits for the Navy in land barracks.

The Army War College Board has decided that se- 
lections of officers for the course of next year at the 
General Service and Staff College at Fort Leaven- 
worth and the Artillery school at Fort Monroe shall be 
made upon the recommendation of the post commanders 
upon the standing of the officers at the post school and 
without regard to lineal rank. Only first and second 
lieutenants will be chosen, but if an officer comes up for 
promotion to the grade of captain while at a Service 
school he will be required to pass an examination in only 
those studies which he has not passed at the school and 
will, after his promotion, be required to complete his 
course, notwithstanding the fact that he has attained the 
rank of captain. The next course at the Service schools 
begins September 1, and selections of officers will prob- 
ably be made in June or July. The recommendation of 
the post commanders of officers who, because of their 
high standing at the post schools, are entitled to attend 
the Service schools, are being received constantly.. Last 
year the students selected for instruction at the Service 
schools were taken in order of rank to a certain number 
in the grades of first and second lieutenants in the three 
arms of the Service. It is believed that the new plan will 
prove more satisfactory. 
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In reply to a request from the Chief of Ordnance, 
U.S.A., for a construction of that section of the Army 
Appropriation act providing $2,000,000 for arming and 
equipping the militia of the States and Territories, the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army has prepared an 
opinion pointing out that the language employed makes 
it clear that the arms and equipments specified were to 
be procured as well as issued and that the cost of both 
procurement and issue was chargeable to the appropria- 
tions which the act provided. The question propounded 
by General Crozier was whether the $2,000,000 appro- 
priation was intended to cover the cost of procuring, as 
well as of exchanging or issuing, the new arm, accou- 
terments, equipments and ammunition. “I am of the 
opinion,” says the Judge Advocate General, “that the 
policy of issuing and exchanging arms and equipments 
from stores on hand under section 13 may be properly 
pursued and be supplemented by purchase and issue under 
the provision of the Army Appropriation act of March 2, 
1908, above quoted. No doubtful questions can arise 
in pursuing this course except as to the legality of ‘is- 
sues and exchanges under said section 13, and these 
would be questions of property responsibility within the 
exclusive cognizance of the Secretary of War, and in 
respect of which the accounting officers of the Treasury 
are, since the act of March 29, 1894, deprived of juris- 
diction.” 
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Judging from the unanimity with which our corres- 
pondents at several posts note that the troops returning 
from attendance at the recent dedicatory ceremonies of 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition were “very glad to 
get back,” it seems clear either that St. Louis failed to 
make proper provision for the troops who were her guests, 
or else that such duty, involving a great deal of “heavy 
standing ’round” and much unavoidable discomfort, is 
in itself unpopular. The display may give pleasure to 
the spectators, but it is not a source of unalloyed delight 
to those who are on exhibition. 
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Assistant Secretary of War Sanger, who is president 
of the mixed board on firing competitions between the 
Regular Army and the National Guard, this week ap- 
pointed a board consisting of himself as chairman, and 
of Gen. George H. Harries, District of Columbia Na- 
tional Guard; Gen. James A. Drain, Washington Na- 
tional Guard; Col. W. P. Hall, U.S. Army, and Lieut. 
F. K. Hill, U.S. Navy, for the purpose of selecting a de- 
sign for the National Trophy and for the medals to be 
shot for by the various teams of Regular troops and 
National Guardsmen. The board will make its report 
in the near future. 
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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

One of the most interesting achievements of American 
military influence in the Philippines is the model town of 
Malabang at the south coast terminus of the military 
road recently constructed in the Island of Mindanao. 
This town, which occupies the site of a fort built in 1639 
by Caracuera, the first Spanish Governor General of 
Mindanao, was established six months ago by Lieut. Col. 
Samuel R. Whitall, 27th U.S. Infantry, under whose 
gael supervision it is governed by native officials. If 
foros desire to live in the neighborhood of the United 
States Army post of Caracuera, which is near by, they 
are required to establish themselves in Malabang and be 
subject to the laws and ordinances. The most exacting 
sunitary regulations are enforced, and so effective are 
they that during the recent outbreak of cholera in the 
place there were only two deaths in a population of more 
than 1,000. The streets of the town are broad, dry and 
scrupulously clean. The police force, composed wholly 
of natives, is small and has little to do. The shops and 
restaurants are bright and attractive, the inhabitants are 
industrious and contented and life and property are as 
safe as in any community of equal size in the United 
States. Colonel Whitali is a strict disciplinarian, but 
he is so fair and just, and his influence has been so whole- 
some that he is immensely popular with the natives who 
proudly point to Malabang as one of the model towns of 
the Philippines. 

Chaplain Edward J. Vattmann, 29th U.S. Infantry, 
who with the consent of the War Department recently 
made a special investigation in the Philippines, regrets 
that an American Archbishop was not sent to the 
Islands. Chaplain Vattmann speaks highly of the char- 
acter and influence of Monsignor Gudi, the present Arch- 
bishop, but believes that the appointment of an American 
would have been better for all interests. “It is deplora- 
ble.” says the Chaplain that certain of our Catholic pu- 
pers persist in misrepresenting Governor Taft and his ad- 
ministration. He is a clean and honest man, broad 
minded and liberal, with no taint of bigotry in his com- 
position. His attitude towards the church and to Catho- 
lie interests in general is simply admirable. Commis- 

sioner Wright, Governor Taft’s able coadjutor, is also 
fair minded and impartial. In fact, the Commission it- 
self and all its members are possessed of the right spirit 
and we Catholics need fear no injustice at their hands.” 

Col. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, has 
complained to the Philippine Commission about the poor 
quality of Manila hemp exported to the United States 
within the last year, and warned the officials that unless 
greater care is taken in harvesting and preparing the 
staple the native growers may lose the American 
market. The civil authorities and the growers and 
local buyers have already taken steps to correct the 
evil. 

Taking account of the increase of malarial fevers at 
certain Army posts in the archipelago, Major General 
Davis, commanding the Division, has instructed post 
surgeons to institute extra precautionary means to pre- 
vent the spread of those diseases. He says that the use 
of the mosquito bar should be made compulsory, and 
care should be exercised to insure the best results from 
its use. He directs that the mosquito bars be used as 
carefully by the native scouts as by the American troops 
Ali available means should be adopted to free the camp 
site and its immediate surroundings from the pest of 
mosquitoes by destroying the insects, their larvae and 
breeding places; meanwhile protecting malarial cases 
from being bitten that the local insects may not become 
infected, and protecting healthy men that they may not 
have the germs of disease implanted in them by mos- 
quitoes that have already become pervaded with the 
malarial organism. 

The civil authorities of the Philippines have granted 
an increase of $15 gold per month in the pay of married 
officers of the Philippine Constabulary. This increase 
is for commutation of quarters, the idea being that by 
encouraging officers to marry the tone and efficiency of 
the Constabulary force as a whole will be improved. 

Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., commanding 
the Division of the Philippines, has sent to the Adjutant 
General of the Army the following report of the recent 
battle between the United States troops and the Moros 
in the Island of Mindanao, an unofficial account of which 
appeared in these columns last week: 

“Capt. John J. Pershing, 15th U.S. Cavalry, has com- 
pleted a circuit of Lake Lanao via the east coast from 
Camp Vicars. Had a sharp fight at Taraca. Captured 
ten forts, many prisoners, thirty-six lantacas and sixty 
rifles. All other Dattos friendly. Liberated prisoners, 
destroyed hostile forts and lintacas, Our loss two killed 
and four wounded. Every hostile Lanao Datto has now 
been chastised. All Moros know our friendship is val- 
uable and is freely extended to all who deserve it. No 
property, save hostile forts, has been molested. Troop 
returning to Vicars via the west coast. Moros are 
eager for employment on the roads and the shelter build- 
ings; former about finished; the latter prozressing rapidly. 
Troops have behaved splendidly, not only in contending 
with a fanatical savage foe, but a dreaded disease, and 
besides had to construct many miles of road through 
tropical jungle. No more hostilities are anticipated he- 
yond occasional sniping.” 

The following despatch was sent on May 11 by the 
Secretary of War to Major General Davis: 

“I congratulate you on the work done in Mindanao. 
Express to Captain Pershing and the officers and men 
under his command the thanks of the War Department 
tor their able and effective accomplishment of a difficult 
and important task.” 

Brig. Gen. Samuel S. Sumner, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of Mindanao has issued an order con- 
gratulating Captain Pershing upon the success of his 
recent campaign. 

In view of the desire of the United States Government 
that the new silver coinage which it has provided for the 
Philippines shall be maintained on a gold basis, Col. 
Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs of the War Department. acting under 
instructions from the Secretary of War, has sent the 
following communication to Governor Taft of the Philip- 
pines: “Henry C. Ide, Charles A. Conant, and Prof. 
Jeremiah W. Jenks recommend that no time be fixed 
for establishment of gold standard until further prepara- 
tions have been made covering in detail methods of main- 
taining parity. Letter on the subject will be mailed 
you in few days. Recommend continuing present policy 

‘as to fixing ratio between Mexican and United States 
currency. Recommend no legislation to interfere with 
either import or export of Mexican dollars. Recommend 
ultimately taking up Spanish Filipino currency at ap- 
proximate bullion value. Recommend that Mexicans 


be not taken up at any time by Philippine government, 


but their use discouraged by receiving them for Govern- 
ment duties only at rates below bullion value after suf- 
ficient supply of new currency is on hand to meet wants 
of business. Secretary of War approves all these recom- 
mendations.” 

Four natives have been convicted at Manila of the 
murder of three American Marines at Olangapo, Subig 
Bay, last September, and have been sentenced to death. 

Judge Henry C. Ide, Secretary of Justice and Finance 
of the Insular government of the Philippines, who is 
in the United States on leave, says that the pacification 
of the islands is complete. He states that the only dis- 
turbances that now occur arise from lawlessness of 
the ladrones, whose victims are Filipinos almost exclu- 
sively. The work of suppressing the ladrones is going 
on satisfactorily, and is practically in the hands of the 
Filipino scouts, under American officers. With regurd 
to legislation deemed necessary for the islands, Mr. Ide 
believes the greatest help Congress could extend would 
be to relieve the Philippines from the heavy burdens im- 
posed by the Dingley Tariff act on exports from the 
islands to this country. 

Archbishop Gudi, the Apostolic Delegate to the Philip- 
pines, has received petitions signed by large numbers of 
Filipino women asking for the retention of the friars. 
The petitioners declare there is no good reason for ex- 
pelling the friars, that their withdrawal will leave hun- 
dreds of parishes without spiritual advisers, and charge 
that a small minority is responsible for the anti-friar 
movement. 

A further increase of cholera is reported in the -Is- 
land of Luzon. Transports bound for the United States 
are subject to quarantine. 

Mail advices received at the War Department an- 
nounce that Miss Floy Gilmore has been appointed As 
sistant Attorney General for the Government in the Phil- 
ippine Islands. She is the first woman appointed to such 
an important legal position, She went to the Philip- 
pines as a stenographer, and gained her present position 
by good work in the office of the Attoruey General.

POWER EXHIBITS AT ST. LOUIS. 


Lieut. Godfrey L. Carden, R.C.S.. of the World's 
Fair, St. Louis, staff, was among the passengers of the 
French liner La Lorraine on her last arrival from Havre. 
Lieutenant Carden has been engaged for the past eight 
months on work in Europe for the exposition, but during 
the last four months he has given his attention almost 
wholly to securing operative topics for the great 40,000 
horse-power plant of the fair. This power plant will be 
installed in Machinery Hall under the direct control of 
Mr. Thos. M. Moore, chief of the machinery department. 
und it is proposed to place the engines on either side of 
the great main aisle extending the entire 1,000 feet of 
length of the Machinery building. 

The power plant will be utilized to drive exhibit items, 
light the grounds, and operate fountains, intramural rail- 
way and many other features. It was planned by Mr. 
Moore that if the power plant could be made up of the 
latest type of engines and driving power the world over 
the Exposition would seem an immense exploitation fea- 
ture as well, and with that idea in mind Lientenant Car- 
den was instructed to secure items from the principal 
manufacturers of Europe. The success attending his 
mission was wholly unexpected, and far more Bes 
power has been secured than the Exposition can utilize. 
Lieutenant Carden visited the principal shops in Ger- 
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many, Belgium, Switzerland, Italy; France and the 
United Kingdom. In Germany he visited more than 300 
iron anid steel and machinery houses, and the power 
offerings were obtained from Krupp and nearly all the 
important houses in the Rheinish provinces. Among 
some of the distinguished items secured are: A. Borsig, 
Tegel, near Berlin, 1,500 horse-power gas engine; Julius 
Pintsch, Berlin, 2,400 horse-power gas plant for driving 
vas engines; Societé Anonyme John Cockrill, Seraing, 
Belgique, 3,000 horse-power gas engine (the largest gas 
engine in the world); Corels Freres, Gaud, Belgique,

REPORT ON THE MAINE’S BOILERS. 


The board of officers of the Navy who recently made a 
ireful examination of the boilers of the battleship 
Maine has made its report to the Secretary of the Navy. 
The last section, in which as is understood the board 
ates that the Niclausse boiler is not fitted for naval 
purposes, is for the present withheld from publication. 
lhe board examined two tubes in boilers Q and X that 
iiled from bursting on the 8th and 9th of April, re- 
pectively, and found them perfectly clean inside and that 
bursting was due to overheating. Another tube in boiler 
which failed April 20, was defective, being of unevén 
thickness and grooved inside during manufacture. It 
also contained a quantity of foreign substance, about 
the size of a hen’s egg, which evidently had been left in 
the drum during work on the boiler and afterwards 
washed down through the header and deposited in the 


iter tube. The tube did not fail at the point where this 
substance had been deposited but at a distance of about 
2 inches below it. A hole about 1-4 inch by 1 inch had 
been blown through. This tube had also been overheated 
nd was badly distorted. A similar lump of material was 
found in another tube in boiler V, which was bent but 
otherwise uninjured. In the opinion of the board a 
workman left a ball of some compound in the end of the 
drum of this boiler. This was afterwards washed down 
the header and into the two lower outer tubes and there 
sradually worked down inside the tubes and against 
he flow of water. In time it might have caused the 
tubes to become overheated in the immediate vicinity. 

The board also examined a large number of bent tubes 
that had been removed from boiler A, and though they 
ll showed signs of overheating they were perfectly 
lean inside and apparently would be good for further 
ervice as soon as they had been straightened. One au- 
iomatie water gauge was removed from boiler A and 
taken apart. It was found clean and in perfectly good 
order and the connection to the boiler drum also per- 
fectly clear. The drum of boilers C, D, L, M, Q, and V 
vere opened and carefully examined inside; they were 
!] found in good order and free from grease. 

The valves of all the bottom heads of the automatic 
vater gauges on these drums were found lightly coated 
vith a sludge-like deposit which would have been easily 
‘lown out with steam pressure. All the valves in the 
ipper heads were found clean and free from any deposit. 
Che inside of the drum of the boiler A was found per- 
ectly clean and everything in good order. 

The board examined the steam log of the vessel very 
arefully but could find no evidence that the boilers 
iad ever been unduly forced or, for that matter, driven 
erder than should be expected in ordinary use. Forced 
lraft has not been used since the vessel has been in com- 
inission. The Maine has twenty-four Niclausse boilers. 
iiving a total grate surface of 1,353.6 square feet and 
3,343 square feet of heating surface, arranged in three 
sroups of eight each. The boilers were built under the 
uperintendence of a Naval Inspector of Machinery from 
inaterial that complied with contract requirements and 
specifications as to quality. The workmanship is good. 
All the vaives and attachments necessary for the work- 
ing of a marine boiler and required by the specifications 
ave been supplied. Their arrangement can, in the 
pinion of the board, be much improved. 

The arrangement of valves for controlling the boiler 
‘eed is extremely simple and accessible. * * * It will 
ld greatly to the convenience of the water tender, and 
herefore to the safety of the boilers, if the drains are 
so altered as to lead directly under the feed pipes and 
the gratings cut so as to afford a better view of the 
zauge glasses, and the board recommends that this be 
one. 

It is also recommended, since the present safety ap- 
liances to the water gauges afford very small openings 
uto the gauges, necessitating frequent blowing through 
with consequent breaking of glasses, that the spring 
heck valves be removed from the heads and connection 
o the columns be made by straightway cocks having 
ong handles. The end of the handles to be connected 
y chains or links extending downward and terminating 
in a ring. This will afford a perfectly clean opening 
nto the gauge and when a glass breaks it is only neces- 
sary’ to pull down on the chain and shut off connection 
with the column. 

The board recommends that the present castings be 


removed and replaced by others. each of which shall 
have one opening into its boiler, closed by automatic 
valve which can be operated from the fire room on op- 
posite side of center line bulkhead and from deck, and 
also opening for the main, auxiliary and dynamo steam 
pipes closed by the ordinary automatic stop valves. The 
advantage of this new system will be that it will require 
the closing of but one valve to shut off all connection 
between any one boiler and all the others and this valve 
can, in case of emergency, be closed from outside the 
fire room. Three seperate and independent systems of 
steam piping, main, auxiliary, and dynamo, as fitted on 
this vessel necessarily leads to considerable complication 
in the boiler compartments. 

It is recommended that the furnace fronts be changed 
by first raising the tops of the openings six inches or so 
and securing angles or T bars on lower sidés to form 
grooves into which fire brick can be slipped or, after the 
tops have been raised, fitting a casting made with grooves 
for the bricks. The spindles of the automatic feed regu- 
lators are made of steel; as they pass through stuffing 
boxes, they should be made of rolled bronze to prevent 
rusting, and the board recommends it be done. 

On Friday, May 1, the board reassembled in the Navy 
Department Annex, Washington; present all the members 
and Mr. N. P. Towne, chief engineer of the William 
Cramp & Sons Ship and Engine Building Company, re- 
presenting that company, and Mr. J. P. Shedden, repre- 
senting the Stirling Boiler Company. In reply to the 
board’s letter of April 27, Mr. Towne submitted a paper 
containing the views of the William Cramp & Sons 
Ship and Engine Building Company as to the probable 
cause of injury to the boilers of the Maine and precau- 
tions to be taken to prevent a recurrence. Briefly the 
opinion of the above company is that the boilers failed 
from lack of sufficient water and of proper care. 

The board cannot agree with this view. All the evi- 
dence it could obtain went to prove that the water was 
carried at the proper level, and the shape and appear- 
ance of the injured tubes tended to prove that the bend- 
ing was gradual and had resulted from the tubes having 
been heated and cooled a number of times, and at dif- 
ferent points—as would naturally result from imperfect 
or spasmodic circulation. 

In Messrs. Cramp’s letter it is stated that the glass of 
a water gauge was found clouded; the glass in the gauge 
on the opposite side of the water column on the same 
boiler was perfectly clear, however, and the cocks lead- 
ing into both gauges were unobstructed. 

In regard to the lowering of steam pressure noted, it 
should be noted that the pressure was not lowered till 
after the distortion of the tubes had been discovered, and 
it does not appear that this distortion increased after 
the pressure was lowered; also the boiler in connection 
with A, and in which the pressure was also lowered, 
suffered no injury. The board is well aware of the fact 
that to obtain the best results from a boiler it should 
be fed and fired with the greatest regularity and that no 
sudden demand for an extra quantity of steam should 
be made on it. In service this last condition is often 
impossible and that type of boiler is best, therefore, other 
things being equal, that will be least injured by it itself 
and will also furnish the driest steam. 

The engineer’s force of the Maine consists of one 
lieutenant commander, two lieutenants, two midshipmen, 
four warrant machinists and the following number and 
ratings of enlisted men: Machinists: Chief, 6; Ist 
elass, 5; 2d class..5; yeoman, 1; boilermakers, 2; copper- 
smith, 1; blacksmith, 1; water-tenders, 18; oilers, 14; 
firemen: Ist class, 48; 2d class, 39; coal passers, 85; 
total, 225. This is ample in all ratings, except perhaps 
in water tenders, for all ordinary cruising, but is not 
sufficient for full power runs of more than a few hours. 
The men in the upper ratings are all fairly proficient 
and the entire force is composed of young, active, in- 
telligent men, who will compare very favorably with 
the engine room force of any vessel with which the 
board has ever had experience. The good quality of this 
force was remarked on to a member of the board by the 
representative of the Stirling Company, who also stated 
that it was fully up to the standard employed by the 
contractors on her trial trip.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

In a communication to the anniversary number of the 
New York World, Secretary Moody contrasting the pres- 
ent condition of our Navy with what it was twenty years 
ago say: “Then there were 66 serviceable ships of all 
kinds, with a tonnage of 134,596. Now there are 199 
ships with a tonnage of 461,539. Then there were 36. 
now there are 110, vessels in commission. Then there 


were no vessels under construction, now there are 38, 
and in addition, by the last Naval Appropriation bill, 
three training sailing ships and five battleships aggre- 
gating 74,000 tons, were authorized and the sum of $500,- 
000 was made available for discretionary use in the 
building of submarines. Then our ships carried 441 
guns, largely of the smooth-bore, muzzle-loading type. 
In 1883 there were 1,227 engineers and officers of the 
line. In 1903 there are but 1,023 such officers. In 
1883 young men educated at the Naval Academy were 
being discharged and sent into civil life. In 1908 Con- 
gress doubled the number of students under instruction 
at Annapolis. In 1883 the enlisted men of the Navy 
numbered 7,776. In 1908 they number 28,270, gathered 
not now, as then, from the seascoast alone, but from all 
the States of the Union. They are well trained, well 
fed, well treated and, in the main, fine specimens of 
American manhood.” 

The Secretary of the Navy intends to recommend the 
commissioning of four vice-admirals for command of the 
squadrons which the Navy Department will maintain 
in future. Mr. Moody is thoroughly in favor of this 
move and it will be urged upon Congress at its next 
session. 

Estimates for repairs necessary on the vessels of the 
battleship squadron now in dock at New York and Boston 
are as follows: Repairs on the Kearsarge will cost 
$10,000; on the Alabama and Massachusetts, about 
$8,000 each, and on the Illinois, $4,000. Work to the 
amount of $2,500 is required on the gunboat Scorpion. 
Repairs necessary on the Lowa, which has been in com- 
mission for six years, have not been determined. 

Lieut. L. H. Everhardt, of the Navy, recently broke 
the recruiting record of the Navy by enlisting at St. 
Louis, in one wéek, 165 men of all ratings. This is the 
very best record ever made by an officer in recruiting 
for the Navy in time of peace. Lieutenant Everhardt 
had his bills posted in all the factories and had his men 
meet the factory hands when they left work in the even- 
ing. He also kept his recruiting office open at night. 


At San Francisco on May 12 President Roosevelt was 
intreduced to Admiral Bickford, of the British Pacific 





squadron, who conveyed the good wishes of King Edward 
and said that the arrival of the flagship of the squadron 
to assist in the greeting was another token of the cordial 
relations between the two nations. The President said 
he appreciated the evidence of friendship and begged that 
his good wishes be given to King Hdward. 


A notice has been sent by the Navy Department tu 
the Trigg Shipbuilding Oompany, of Richmond, Va., 
that unless the work on the cruiser Galveston is 
ceeded with at once the Department will make er 
arrangements for its completion. The vessel was sixty- 
six per cent. completed when the Trigg Company went 
into the hands of receivers. Should the company find 
itself unable to proceed with the work on the ship it is 
likely that it wil be taken to the Norfolk Navy Yard 
and completed there. 

Very rapid epee is being made on the United 
States cruiser Moines at the Fore River shipya 
Quincy, Mass., as the fittings are being assembled in al 
parts of the hull. It is expected that the funnels will 
be raised in a few days, and by the time they are com- 
pleted the engines and boilers will be rea for the 
dock trial. Steel to the amount of 60,000 pounds a day 
is being built into the two pyre * hode Island 
and New Jersey, now building at the shipyard, and both 
have reached a stage where the backing for the forward 
turret barbette is being set up. This is a wall of 3-4- 
inch steel, extending from the protective deck to and 
above the main deck, forming a eee 26 feet in 
diameter. On this steel backing will be fastened the 
teak-wood backing to the armor, and over that the 10- 
inch steel plates. A contract has just been given by the 
American and British a my Gemees of 
Bridgeport, Conn., to the Fore River Ship and —- 
Company for nickel steel forgings for 32 three-inch 
field pieces to be delivered at the rate of four a month 
after the first delivery. 

The Olympia has gone to the works of the Newport 
News Company for an overhauling and docking, the big 
drydock at that point being especially fitted for taking 
ships of this class out of water. 

Following a cruise extending over something like four 
years on the Asiatic Station, the Yorktown { now eu 
route for the Mare Island navy yard for the thorough 
overhauling and repair which has been needed for more 
than a year past. The Yorktown will be supplied with a 
new battery and probably with new boilers and air 
pumps. 

The Bureau of Yards and Docks has been informed 
of the existence of a leak in the cofferdam of the new 
drydock at the Mare Island navy yard, and word has 
been sent to that yard to delay work on that dock until 
further instructions. 

The suggestion has been made to Secretary Moody that 
uppropriate names for the two new training ships au- 
thorized by the last Congress would be Hornet and Pea- 
cock, and it is believed the suggestion will be adopted. 
The brig will probably receive the name of Boxer. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department, 
that the U.S.S. Olympia visit Port-au-Prince as soon as 
it is practicable, after arrival at Santiago. The Mar- 
cellus sailed from Baltimore for Santiago on May 12,

er. 


The British battleship Commonwealth, launched, on 
May 13 at Govan on the Clyde and a vessel of 16,350 
tons is said to be the largest warship afloat. She will 
have her ten six-inch guns protected by an extended bar- 
bette, instead of by casements. Her other armament 
will consist of four 12-inch guns, four 9.2-inch guns and 
twenty-four small guns. The new battleship’s speed is 
to be 18.5 knots per hour, and she will carry a crew of 
755 men. 

Mayor Campbell, of Tacoma, Wash., has notified the 
Navy Department that he has selected Miss Julia Naoma 
Harris, of Tacoma, to christen the protected cruiser 
Tacoma, now building at the Union Iron Works, San 
Francisco. 

A survey of Charleston harbor which has just been 
completed by Capt. G. P. Howell, U.S.A., in charge of 
Government work in that harbor, develops the interest- 
ing fact that the minimum depth of water is 26.2 feet 
at mean low water. The investigations which have been 
carried out by Captain Howell show that the deepening 
of the channel is going on continually and that Charles- 
ton possesses the deepest harbor south of New York. 

It has been decided by the Navy Department that the 
Nashville shall relieve the Atlanta, which is now pro- 
tecting American interests from the revolution in Ban 
Domingo. The Olympia, instead of going to Culebra, 
will relieve the San Francisco, now at Santiago, Cuba, 
and the San Francisco, as heretofore announced, will 
join the European squadron. ’ 

The two steel training vessels for the U.S. Navy 
authorized by the last Congress are to be constructed 
at the navy yard, Boston, Mass, 

Announcement is made at the Navy Department that 
one division of the Atlantic coast battle fleet will soon 
proceed to the vicinity of the Azores for the purpose of 
demonstrating the actual practicability of the scheme 
for coaling at sea upon which the Bureau of Equipment 
has laid such stress in the recent past. The precise 
point of hail has not been announced, but will de- 
termined by Admiral Barker and made known in a 
general order at the proper time. 

The report on the Niclausse boilers of the new cruiser 
Maine are not such as to inspire much confidence in 
that type of steam generator. hey may do well enough 
on yachts and on board French men-o’-war, but for 
American ships something more capable of hard work is 
required. The last word has not been said on the boiler 
question for ships of the Navy, evidently. 

The U.S.S. Wisconsin received orders this week to sail 
from New York as soon as possible for the Asiatic sta- 
tion in response to a cablegram from Rear Admiral 
Evans, requesting that the Wisconsin be sent out. Rear 
Admiral Yates Stirling will take passage on the 
consin to assume command of the second division of the 
Asiatic fleet. 

The Spanish gunboat Velasco which was sunk near 
Cavite, has been raised by wreckers from America. The 
machinery of the vessel is ruined and the hull is 
warped from fire. There are a few small shell holes in the 
hull, but they are not enough to cause the sin of 
the boat, and she was undoubtedly scuttled, as the 
cocks of the injection valve were found open. 
sinking of this vessel was the indirect result of the 
attack of the Petrel on the small Spanish gunboats in 
the shallow waters of Bacoor Bay. Phe Reina 
the flagship of Admiral Montojo, which was sunk 
Admiral Dewey's fleet during the fight of May 1, tad. 
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painted, and as much of her machinery is serviceable 
the wreckers anticipate a handsome profit. 

The Russian ice crusher Ermack at half-power can put 
1,300 tons of weight on the ice to crush it and has broken 
through ice from 18 to 24 inches thick, with six inches 
of snow upon it, at 8 knots an hour. "The vessel when 
stopped by ice, retires 100 yards or more, gets up speed 
to strike the strong spot, and continues to do so until the 
obstruction is broken down. ‘The Ermack is also designed 
for charging. astern when desirable. In some of the 
water lanes it was strange to note how the ice had sep- 
arated in a vertical cleavage, leaving walls of solid ice 
on each side of the canal from 12 feet to 20 feet thick. 
With half boiler power the Ermack could force her way 
through Polar ice 12 feet to 14 feet thick at 2 1-2 to % 
knots an hour. 

Reports of the surveys on the vessels of the North 
Atlantic Squadron have been received at the Navy De- 
partment, and make an estimate of the cost of the work 
which it is necessary to have done on the various vessels. 
The report on the lowa-does not show that the vessel “is 
falling to pieces” as was recently declared in an inter- 
view published in the New York Tribune, but shows that 
the ship will have to be repaired and that her decks will 
have to be renewed. The Iowa is good for many more 
years of excellent service. The cost of the repairs on 
the other vessels are: Kearsarge, $10,000; Alabama and 
Massachusetts, $8,000 each; Illinois, $4,000; Scorpion, 
$2,500.

GROUNDING OF THE ARKANSAS. 

While there can be nothing but approval for the motive 
which led the Government to send the U.S. monitor Ar- 
kansas to St. Louis to take part in dedicating the build- 
ings of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, the venture 
has led to results which should absolutely preclude any 
repetition of such enterprises. Leaving St. Louis on 
May 5 with the water in the Mississippi He ire falling, 
the Arkansas, Comdr. Charles E, Vreeland, U.S.N., com- 
manding, made a tremendous effort to reach New Orleans 
before the channel became impassable, but on May 5 she 
wus compelled to suspend her journey near St. Genevieve, 
Mo., on account of low water, and considerable dredging 
will have to be done before she can proceed on her way 
to the Gulf. The Arkansas draws twelve feet six inches, 
and the channel in many places marks only nine feet of 
water with the water still falling. Optimistic reports from 
St. Louis stated that it would take only three or four 
days to get the dredging apparatus into operation, and 
that after that it would only be a little while until the 
Arkansas m ight be able to resume her southward course. 
That term, “a little while,” is vague and illusive. It 
may mean a week or a month, and as applied to navigation 
tor a naval vessel on the Mississippi at this time of the 
year the chances are largely in favor of the longer period. 
‘The waters of the Mississippi are swiftly receding from 
u great spring freshet, and it is not unlikely that the 
channel in many places will be found to have been di- 
verted and obstructed so seriously that it will take con- 
siderable time and the utmost care to get the Arkansas 
back to her proper station in the Gulf. So far as her 
usefulness to the Navy is concerned ,she might just as 
well be out of commission during the whole period of her 
detention in the Mississippi, and in the event of an emer- 
wency requiring the assembling of the National fleet she 
could hardly be reckoned as a factor in the active ser- 
vice. 

The sending of naval vessels to distant points on 
our inland rivers, particularly at this time of year, is 
extremely hazardous and in opposition to sound public 
policy. For besides the danger of being tied up by low 
water, as in the case of the Arkansas, there is always the 
risk of accident because of treacherous channels and 
perilous obstructions which have arisen in the wake of 
receding freshets. The ships of the Navy are designed 
tor service at sea, and they should never be sent beyond 
the tide water limit in any river except in case of the 
gravest emergency. The mouth of the Mississippi, like 
the upperstretches of the river itself, is risky territory 
tor naval operations, so risky, in fact, that the selection 
of Algiers, La., as the site for the great drydock which 
has been located there was a serious “mistake. The adja- 
cent waters are hard to navigate, the approaches to the 
dock are not always to be depended upon, and if the 
dock is to remain where it is another of equal capacity 
will have to be established elsewhere on the Gulf before 
vur naval interests in those waters can be considered 
secure. The fact is that the dock at Algiers should have 
been established at Pensacola, where there is not only 
u splendid harbor with safe and ample approaches but 
also, what is even more important, a strategic foothold 
which is vitally related to our unfolding naval projects 
yn the Carribean Sea. It was only because of the pro- 
test of Navy officers that the Navy Department was pre- 
vented from docking one of our battleships at Algiers in 
response to the insistence of the local newspapers and 
authorities. 

The following despate h was received at the Navy 
Department on May 7, from Comdr, Chas. E. Vreeland, 
commanding the monitor Arkansas: “St. Genevieve, 
Mo., May 6, 1908. Channel five — below, up which 
we came choked; new channel only eleven feet. Com- 
pelled to wait for rise r4 further scouring out.” Lieut. 
Arthur T. Chester, U.S.N., one of the watch officers of 
the Arkansas, en Beg : Washington on May 11 and 
reported to the Navy Department that in his ‘judgment 
it would be impossible for the vessel to make her way 
down the Mississippi till next spring unless an unexpected 
and unseasonable flood rise comes on. The Navy De- 
partment officials will make their plans ac cordingly. 
Some of the vessel’s crew will be transferred to other 
warships in the east and those remaining on the Arkan- 
sas will put in the summer and fall in ae 
drills. Col. Alexander Mackenzie, Eng. Corps, U.S 
who has had extensive experience in engineer work po 
the Mississippi, says that whether the Arkansas can get 
down the river this summer will depend upon whether 
or not there was a “June rise” of the river. 
Louis and Cairo the low water stage is six feet and even 
below Cairo the river often shoals to that depth. The 
aim of the Government is to obtain at least ten feet of 
water at the low stage, but that has not yet been ac- 
complished. The Arkansas, which was built by the 
Newport News Shipbuilding Company, was _ formally 
accepted by the Navy Department on May 11, having 
fulfilled all contract requirements.

REVENUE CUTTRR SERVICE. 


The new steel revenue cutter Winnisimmet, recently 
built at Baltimore, was given her official tests on the 
Patapsco river, near Baltimore, May 5. On a run of 
four hours an average speed of over fourteen knots, or 
about sixteen miles an hour, was obtained. The engine 
and machinery of the ship worked well, and the trial is 
said to have been a most satisfactory one.

HOW WE FERD OUR NAVY. 

Certain criticisms have recently appeared in some of 
the daily papers to the effect that the sailors on the 
Kearsarge and other vessels are not being fed well. We 
are inclined to believe that if the papers that have mis- 
led in printing stuff of this character inspired by dis- 
gruntled jackies were cognizant of the stringent regu- 
lations governing the mess on board men-of-war, and of 
the character of the food which is furnished the men 
everywhere in the Navy, they would not make any criti- 
cism of the best fed Navy in the entire world. 

We have visited various warships and have seen the 
food given the men, and are therefore in a position to 
state with certainty that it is excellent in quality and 
ample in quantity. The regulations governing the mess 
on board ships of the Navy are most stringent and cannot 
be ignored by a paymaster. Before each meal the officer 
of the deck inspects the food being given the men, and 
carefully notes if it is according to the regulations.

as to make a man hungry even to read it, and the fare 
for the week ending Sunday, May 10, given below, should 
certainly satisfy the most confirmed grumbler. This was 
the fare: Monday—beef stew, potatoes, hot biscuits, 
vegetable soup, boiled beef Spanish, potatoes, braised 
beef and onions; Tuesday—pork chops and hominy, roast 
beef, potatoes, pies (home made), cold roast beef, pota- 
toe salad; Wednesday—Hamburg steak, fried potatoes, 
corn bread, corned beef and cabbage, potatoes, liver and 
hacon, macaroni and cheese; Thursday—beefsteak and

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STATE TROOPS. 


As we announced last week, the old camp near Peeks- 
«til, N.Y., will not be used this year under the old 
conditions, but a new and more practical system will be 
inaugurated for any troops ordered there. At this writ- 
ing it is intended that the 22d Engineers shall occupy 
the camp from June 13 to 20, and the 7th Regiment from 
June 20 to 27. Each command will be left entirely upon 
its owa resources. They will cart their own camp equip- 
page and supplies, erect their own tents, and cook their 
own meals. This, it is held, is far better than practice 
marches, where the cultivated lands of farmers, along the 
available routes in New York State prevent the dis- 
position of troops according to war conditions, and per- 
mit nothing to be added to military knowledge that can- 
not be learned at Peekskill. At Peekskill the troops can 
march, dig trenches, establish camp, cook, drill in ex- 
tended order, etc., and receive a far better training than 
merely marching along a country road for a week, and 
affording occasional amusement for summer boarders 
and country folks. With a mounted organization a 
week's practice march is a different proposition, as much 
can be learned by it that could not be acquired in a per- 
manent camp. General Roe, it is understood, favors a 
permanent camp for foot troops. If there were large 
areas of uncultivated lands available for practice marches 
it would be another story. The 22d Engineers- will also 
find at Peekskill ample facilities for pontoon bridge build- 
ing in the creek at the foot of the bluff, as well as for 
other instruction. On account of lack of funds it is not 
likely that Squadron A, Troop C, or the Ist and 2d 
Batteries will be ordered on field service this season. 
General Roe will be on duty at Peekskill while the 24d 
and 7th are there, and he will also visit the troops in the 
3d and 4th Brigades while in camp on their march outs.

The long roll called tne artillery- 
1en to their posts, but before they could lecate the at- 
ick the boat had landed its party, the wall had been 
caled, and a bomb placed in the station and the boat re- 
eained, the dead and wounded being carried off on the 
houlders of the survivors. The fire of the sentries during 
the attack was answered by a 1-pounder mounted in the 
ow of the cutter. After the boat disappeared in the 
larkness, the battleship was discovered by the search- 
ight, and its magazine reached by a well-airected shot 
from the 8-inch gun. The boat, which is modeled on the 
ines of a regulation Navy cutter, is 30 feet long and 

. feet beam, carrying a crew of ten men at the oars 
. gun crew forward, and a coxswain and commissioned 

fficer aft. It is cut off at the waterline, and all mec- 
anism being inside, the effect is that of a boat gliding 

through still water and under the beam of the search- 
ight, very realistic. A 2%-inch shaft under the forward 

thwart has an iron wheel keyed to it on either end. In 
the center is keyed a drum with ratchet teeth on its 
ireumference, and engaging these teeth is a pawl car 
ried by a sleeve which turns on the drum. Around the 
leeve and leading aft through a snatch block back 
to the handles of the oars is a manila line. When the 
men give way, the line turns the sleeve, the pawl en- 
sages the teeth on the teeth on the drum, the shaft, and 
with it, the wheels turn and the boat goes ahead. On 
recovering from the stroke, a line leading from the 
vars forward returns the ratchet to position and the 
peration is repeated indefinitely. As far aft as it 
ould be placed without interfering with the lines of the 
boat is placed a single wheel, and a rudder post rising 
from this controls the steering, the whole method of 
support and steering being similar to an ice boat. The 
weight of the gun, boat and crew, amounting to about 
two tons, is carried by four wooden trusses running fore 
ind aft, two close together and two as near the sides as 
they could be placed. The thwarts, gunwale, rowlocks, 
te.. are Standard. The hauling line is equipped with 
snap hooks, and the oars with screw eyes, so the line can 
be quickly detached from the oars. The men toss, boat 
the oars, let fall, give way, etc., just as they would 
ifloat, and the 24 Naval Battalion will use the boat for 
winter indoor instruction in their new armory, foot of 

Fifty-second street, Brooklyn. The boat was designed 

by Lieut. Kingsley L. Martin, commanding the 2d Divi- 

sion of the battalion, and built under his direction by 

Chief Gunner’s Mate Wm. H. Free.

Before being admitted to 
citizenship he must have resided in the United States 
at least five years, and at least one year in the State 
or Territory where the court before which he applies 
is situated, and must be of good moral character. Sec. 
2166, Revised Statutes, states that any alien, of the age

This 
organization has no by-laws, owing to the fact that the 
colonel commanding will not permit the same, the cap- 
tain of the company being designated by the colonel 
company treasurer. Every effort has been made to se- 
cure this accounting, which has only resulted in action 
being taken of a most unpleasant nature, either by the 
captain of the company or the colonel of the regiment, 
or both. The re-enlistment of a man, otherwise accept- 
able, is refused by the captain, with the approval of the 
colonel, we are told, because the man will not agree 
to pay dues for social purposes before an accounting 
of the funds paid in during the past three or four years 
is made, Answer: If the military laws of your State 
do not allow by-laws, or do not countenance a civil o:- 
ganization in any way, we do not see what right you 
have to demand a report of company finances, as, under 
the circumstances, we fail to understand how the com- 
pany can have a treasury in which its members can in 
any way be legally iriterested. If, on the other hand, 
your company pays dues for social purposes, there must 
be some sort of by-laws governing the matter, and if a 
company has the right to determine the amount of 
monthly dues each man shall pay, it has also the right 
to know what becomes of the money. If such is the 
fact, and you can get no redress from your captain or 
colonel, you can forward a complaint higher up through 
the regular channels. Should your case be a proper 
one it will receive consideration,
